Section I: What Constitutes a Noise as a condition of Air 

Pollution 

The Town of East Bridgewater, Massachusetts has adopted a Noise Policy as 
of July 1, 2004. The Noise Policy is used to limit the sound impact of sources 
and to respond to complaints of certain excessive sounds. East Bridgewater 
officials will enforce the town’s Noise Policy. 
Relevant Definitions 
When used in communications, notices or orders relative thereto, the 
following words and phrases shall have the meanings ascribed to them 
below: 
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Air Contaminant means any substance or man-made physical 
phenomenon in the ambient air space and includes, but is not 
limited to, dust, flash, gas, fume, mist, odor, smoke, vapor, pollen, 
microorganism, radioactive material, radiation, heat, sound, any 
combination thereof, or any decay or reaction product thereof. 

Air Contamination Source means any place at or from which any 
air contaminant is emitted to the ambient air space. 

Air Pollution means the presence in the ambient air space of one or 
more air contaminants or combinations thereof in such 
concentrations and of such duration as to: 

1. cause a nuisance; 

2. be injurious, or be on the basis of current information, 
potentially injurious to human or animal life, to vegetation, 
or to property; or 

3. unreasonably interfere with the comfortable enjoyment of 
life and property or the conduct of business. 

Ambient Air Space means the unconfined space occupied by the 
atmosphere above the geographical area of the District which 
includes the air outside a facility or structure. 

Noise means sound of sufficient intensity and/or duration as to 
cause or contribute to a condition of air pollution. 


Enforcement Provisions 

The East Bridgewater police department, fire department, board of health 
officials, or building inspector or his designee acting within his 
jurisdictional area is hereby authorized by the town to enforce. 


Noise is defined in the Regulations as "...sound of sufficient intensity 
and/or duration as to cause or contribute to a condition of air pollution." 


The Noise Regulation states: 
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No person owning, leasing, or controlling a source of sound shall 
willfully, negligently, or through failure to provide necessary 
equipment, service, or maintenance or to take necessary precautions 
cause, suffer, allow, or permit unnecessary emissions from said 
source of sound that may cause noise. 
Shall pertain to, but shall not be limited to, prolonged unattended 
sounding of burglar alarms, construction and demolition 
equipment which characteristically emit sound but which may be 
fitted and accommodated with equipment such as enclosures to 
suppress sound or may be operated in a manner so as to suppress 
sound, suppressible and preventable industrial and commercial 
sources of sound, and other man-made sounds that cause noise. 
Shall not apply to sounds emitted during and associated with: 

a. parades or public gatherings; 

b. emergency police, fire, and ambulance vehicles; 
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c. police, fire, public safety or welfare and civil and national 
defense activities; 
d. church bells and one day charity events; 
e. school activities and youth sports; 
f. domestic equipment such as lawn mowers and power saws. 
4. The Noise policy is subject to the enforcement provisions specified. 


The Town has established a Noise Level Policy for implementing this 
regulation. The policy specifies that the ambient sound level, measured at 
the property line of the facility or at the nearest inhabited buildings, shall 
not be increased by more than 5 dB (A) between the hours of 6:00 P.M. and 
7:00 A.M, or in excess of 10 dB (A) all other hours due to the sound from the 
facility during its operating hours. 


Ambient Ground Level - the sound from all sources other than the 
particular sound of interest (background sound level). The ambient sound 
measurement (A-Weighted Noise Level) is taken where the offending 
sound cannot be heard, or with the sound source shut-off. The ambient 
sound level is rarely found to be constant over time, and is usually quite 
variable (considered to be the level that is exceeded 90% of the time that the 
noise measurements are taken). 


dB (A) is a unit of sound measurement where the actual sound 
measurement (in decibels) is altered (or weighted) to reflect human sound 
sensitivity. For instance, for those frequencies of sound which humans hear 
very well, the actual reading is enhanced, or increased, in the weighting 
process. The "weighted" reading therefore emphasizes the frequencies, best 
heard by humans, and likewise de-emphasizes those sound frequencies 
which are less well heard. 


The guideline further states that the facility shall not produce a puretone 
condition at the property line (or at the nearest inhabited buildings). 


Puretone The sound pressure level, at any given octave band center 
frequency, that exceeds the levels of the two adjacent octave bands by two 
(2) or more decibels. In lay terms examples include a "squeaky" motor, 
screeching tire, screeching fan, etc. 


Community Sound Level Criteria 


A facility will be considered to be in compliance with the regulation if 
noise from the facility does not: 


1. Increase the broadband noise level in excess of 5 dB (A) between 
the hours of 6:00 P.M. and 7:00 A.M, or in excess of 10 dB (A) all 
other hours. 

2. Produce a pure tone condition. 
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Section II: How is a Violation of the Noise Policy Determined 
Noise measurements are taken in the area impacted by the noise, with and 
without the contribution from the facility, to determine if noise from the 
facility is exceeding the level permitted in the Town's Noise Policy. 
Officials will just be checking for broadband exceedances, that is the 5 dB 
(A) and 10 dB (A) criteria. | 


If a puretone condition is suspected, the operator of the source of sound 
will be required to hire a private sound consultant and use a Band Analyzer 
to take the appropriate readings. 


East Bridgewater officials can contact the Department of Environmental 
Protection's Central Regional Office to make arrangements to borrow a 
noise level meter and receive training on how to utilize it. 


Noise Measurement Procedure 


1. Inresponding to complaints measurements should be taken near 
the area where the people are located who are complaining of the 
noise. For instance, for a person complaining that noise from a 
facility annoys them while they are trying to sleep, the 
measurements would be taken at the bedroom window or near the 
house. When taking measurements avoid standing near large 
reflecting objects if possible. The preferred height of the 
microphone above the ground for outdoor measurements is 5 feet. 
Other heights may be used if they prove to be more practical. For 
example, in taking measurements near an open window, the 
microphone shall be centered on the open window and ata 
horizontal distance of approximately 0.5 meters from the window 
(outside). 

The slow meter response should normally be used. 

For a facility emitting steady noise, the average noise level should 

be recorded. 

4. Fora facility emitting intermittent noise, the noise during the "on" 
time should be recorded. 

5. The sound level meter should be calibrated before and after the 
noise measurements are taken. 

6. To perform sound pressure level measurements on a windy day, a 
suitably designed windscreen shall be utilized to minimize the 
influence of the wind on the output of the microphone. 

7. High humidity or temperature will change the sensitivity or 
damage many types of microphones. The microphone 
manufacturer's instructions shall be carefully followed to avoid 
such effects. 

8. The sound level meter shall be held in front of the observer. The 
observer shall be oriented with respect to the principal sound 
source so that the sound energy arrives at the microphone from the 
observer's side unless-some other orientation is specified by the 
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instrument manufacturer. The microphone shall be held at the 
angle relative to the noise source specified by the instrument 
manufacturer. 

9. The following information on the acoustic environment and 
instrumentation should be recorded: 


Acoustic Environment 


1. Location of sound source(s). 

2. Dimensioned sketch and photographs of the test 
area showing buildings, trees, structures, and other 
reflecting objects. 

3. Physical and topographical description of the 
ground surface. 


The person taking measurements should avoid taking them during 
periods with high relative humidity or wind speeds. If it is necessary to 
take measurements during these periods, the wind speed, wind 
direction and relative humidity shall be recorded 


Instrumentation 


1. The equipment used for the measurements, including 
name, type, serial number, and manufacturer. 

2. The time response of the measuring system; that is, "slow", 
or "fast", response. 


The ambient noise level is the A-weighted noise level that is exceeded 
90% (L90) of the time measured during the period in question. Ambient 
measurements should be taken during a representative time period that 
the facility normally operates. If the facility operates 24 hours per day, 
ambient measurements should be taken at night if this is the period 
that people are complaining about. If it is not possible to take ambient 
measurements with the facility shutdown (i.e., a facility that must 
operate 24 hours per day, 7 days per week), ambient measurements 
should be taken in a similar area, far enough from the facility so that 
the facility does not significantly influence the measurements. The 
ambient noise level may be determined by one of the following 
methods: 


1. Observation of the meter for a period of time to determine 
the baseline noise level in the area. Do not try to determine 
an absolute minimum noise level. If it is not clear from 
observing the needle of the sound level meter what is the 
L90 level, then use the alternative method described below. 
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2. Instantaneous sound level observed on the meter every ten 
seconds should be recorded. For instance, after recording a 
minimum of 100 measurements, the L90 level will be the 
level for which only 10 percent of the measurements are 
lower. 


Section III: What is done if a Violation is Determined 
If a violation is confirmed, then the offending source is inspected to 
investigate the problem. If the problem cannot be resolved immediately, a 
$100 fine will be issued and the offending source halted immediately until 
the violation is corrected. A second offense will be issued a $200 fine and 
every offense thereafter will be fined $300 and the offending source halted 
immediately until the violation is corrected. 


After the owner/operator of the sound source has provided 
notice of the completion of sound mitigation measures 
sufficient to achieve compliance with the noise regulation, a 
reinspection is made of the site, and confirmation or not of 
compliance is determined.

the Massachusetts Senior Circuit Breaker Tax credit present a copy of the 
most recent property tax bill at time of application have resided in East 
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Bridgewater for at least one year prior to the start of the fiscal year for 
which the abatement is requested be the only resident of a property 
participating in the program in a given year take part only if they did not 
participate in the previous year unless there is an insufficient pool of 
qualified applicants to fill the positions available 

Job opportunities: 

Jobs will be determined by department heads and may be available 
in any municipal department Placement will be determined by matching 
the skills of the applicant with the available requests. There will be a two- 
week probationary period during which either the applicant or the 
department head may determine that the placement is not appropriate 
Participants shall be responsible for their own transportation During fiscal 
2005, work must be completed between July 1, 2004 and March 31, 2005. In 
subsequent years, the work shall be completed between April 1 and March 


Conditions of participation: 

If selected as a participant, the resident must notify the Council on 
Aging Director of any changes affecting eligibility Participants agree to 
complete a community service project within a prescribed time frame. 
Repeated absences may result in removal from participation. A CORI 
check is required for all participants. 

Compensation: 

The abatement shall be $595. Compensation is based on 
Massachusetts minimum wage. The number of hours worked shall be $595 
divided by the minimum wage. No one shall be compensated for less than 
the total number of hours required to complete the service. 

Abatements earned under the program will be credited to the senior’s 
actual tax bill. 
Administration: 

The program shall be administered by the Council on Aging 
Director. 

The COA Director shall issue a letter each year to town department heads 
_ to determine what jobs will be available. 

During the first year of the program, it shall be limited to no more 
than fifteen participants. That number can be increased on an annual basis 
by agreement of the Council on Aging Director, the Town Administrator 
and the Administrative Assessor, as long as the total cost of the East 
Bridgewater Senior Citizen Property Tax Workoff Abatement does not 
exceed $25,000 per year. 

The COA Director shall conduct interviews and match applicants 
with job descriptions. The director shall then make recommendations 
which must be approved by the appropriate department head or designee. 

Job opportunities will be posted at the Council on Aging for a 
minimum of a two week sign up period.

Instruction and penalty cards were posted according to law, as were 
specimen ballots. The keys to the ballot boxes were given to the police 
officer on duty. 
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The following were sworn to faithful performance of their duties 
by Town Clerk, Marcia Weidenfeller: Precinct I - Warden, Irene Andrews 
(U), Clerk, Theresa Rhode (R), Barbara Putt (U), George Braddock (R), 
Marie Day (D), Leila Curley (D), Beverly Smith (R), Nancy Hacker (U), 
Charles Repeta (R), and Estelle Perkins (R); Precinct II - Warden, Donald 
Nelson (R), Clerk, Arthur Thurston (U), Linda Libby (D), Cathy

Warden, William Andrews (U), Clerk, Melissa Schrader (U), Roger 
Sullivan (U), Ken Yocum (U), Katharine Sklut (D), and Clarence Willard

The results of the election could not be certified until a meeting of 
the Board of Registrars was held on November 15, 2004. The meeting was 
held to tabulate the overseas ballots that were postmarked on or before 
November 2, 2004 and received by November 12, 2004. Sixteen overseas 
ballots were received of which eight (8) were received within the 
timeframe. Twenty-one provisional ballots had been voted and only five 
(5) were validated and tabulated at this time. 

There were a total of six thousand five hundred ninety-six (6,596) 
ballots cast. Included in this total were three hundred fifty-three (353) 
absentee ballots and five (5) provisional ballots. The number of total 
eligible voters at that time was eight thousand two hundred eight (8,208). A 
total of 80% of the voters participated in the election. 

Throughout the day the warden, clerk and police officer on duty 
emptied the ballot boxes. The ballots were placed in a plastic case and 
according to MA General Laws were in full view of the voters.

Bridgewater Zoning By-Laws so as to include a general purpose landfill for 
the disposal of solid waste as a use allowed by special permit issued by the 
Zoning Board of Appeals and to make certain other changes as follows: 


SECTION 5. ALLOWED USES (Continued) 
T. DISTRICT SWPFOD (Continued) 
(3) SPECIFICALLY PROHIBITED USES: 


In Section 5.T. (3) (a) by deleting the words: 

“including, but not limited to, landfilling of any 
materials in an area not previously used as a 
sanitary landfill, except for ash by-products 
from a Special Permit use as set forth herein 

in Section 5.T. (2)” 

so that the full text of Section 5.T.(3) (a) shall READ AS 

FOLLOWS: 

“(a) Any use not expressly permitted per the Special 
Permit granted as part of this By-Law.” 

(4). DEFINITIONS (for this section (GSWPFOD) only) 

In Section 5.T. (4) (a) by deleting the sub-section (a): 

“(a) SOLID WASTE PROCESSING FACILITY (SWPF) - 
This term shall be used to include a solid waste 
transfer station, a solid waste incinerator, a solid 
waste - to energy plant with facilities for 
generating electricity using recovered energy, a 
recycling center, a special purpose landfill limited 
to the disposal of the ash by-products from the 
processing of solid waste, or other works for the 
processing of solid waste and combinations of some

or all of these terms, but not a general purpose 
landfill for the sanitary landfilling of any other 
material.” 

And replacing it with a NEW SUB-SECTION AS 

FOLLOWS: 

“(a) © SOLID WASTE PROCESSING FACILITY (SWPF) 
this term shall be used to mean a general purpose 
landfill for the disposal of solid waste and the 
management of solid waste in connection 
with such disposal and a landfill gas-to-energy 
plant with related facilities for generating 
electricity using landfill gas.” 

(5) GENERAL STANDARDS 

In Section 5.T.(5)(c) by deleting the entire sub-section (c): 

“(c) Within the SWPF there shall be a minimum buffer 
zone of one hundred and fifty (150) feet between 
any structure (except a fence) or active uses within 
the facility and its perimeter lot line and a 
minimum distance of 500 (five hundred) feet 
between any structure and/or ash landfill within 
the SWPF and any dwelling outside the 
SWPFOD.” 

And replacing it with a NEW SUB-SECTION AS 

FOLLOWS: 

“(c) Within the SWPF there shall be a minimum buffer 
zone of one hundred (100) feet between any 
structure (except a fence) or active uses within the 
facility and its perimeter lot line and, except with 
respect to existing structures and the landfill 
currently within the facility, a minimum distance of 
one thousand feet (1000) between any structure 
and/or landfill within the SWPF and any dwelling 
outside the SWPFOD.” 

After this presentation a voter called for the vote to be taken. The 
moderator declared that he would not take action on this motion until he 
had polled the body in all rooms. It was unanimous that the article be 
moved with no discussion. 

The Town Clerk distributed boxes to each set of tellers for the collection of — 
the secret ballots.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
To the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater: 


The Board of Selectmen is pleased to report on their actions and 
accomplishments during the year 2004. 


This past year is one of triumphs, tribulation and transition. This 
wonderful community we call “home” has weathered the year well, due to 
everyone’s commitment to the community. Much has happened and the 
community has become involved. Our challenge ahead is to keep those 
that got involved, to stay involved, helping to improve our wonderful 
community. 


The year started off on a sad note. The Town lost a committed 
member of the community with the passing of Frank Johnson. He was and 
active member of the conservation commission for over 20 years, a member 
of the Solid Waste Disposal committee and the Taunton Watershed 
Committee. He will be missed. To his family we extend our sincere 
sympathy. 


The Board worked with Town Counsel and presented two 
workshops for Department heads. They were entitled “Dealing with the 
Media” and “Municipal Finance”, both where very helpful and educational 
for all those that participated. 


The changes in town government this year were many. The Town 
Administrator Search Committee presented George Samia to the Board as 
their selection for the Town Administrator. The committee, consisting of 
Fire Chief Ryon Pratt, Bernard Smith, citizen at large, Theresa McNulty, 
Government Review Study Committee Member, Steve Brown, citizen at 
large, and David Walsh, Selectman, worked long and hard sorting through 
numerous resumes The Board would like to extend it’s heartfelt gratitude 
to them. The Board voted unanimously to approve this selection. This 
change came about through a recommendation from the Government 
Review Study Committee. 


Our annual Town election found all races to be uncontested and an 
extremely low voter turn out. James Hardy returned to office to serve as the 
34 Board member. Shortly after returning to the Board Mr. Hardy found it 
necessary to resign for professional reasons. He felt his new life demand 
would inhibit him from having the appropriate amount of time to be an 
effective Selectman. Jim’s leadership and knowledge will be missed and 
the Board wishes him well. 
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The Board appointed Jane Haines as the Director of Elderly Affairs 
by a unanimous vote. Jane came with glowing recommendations from the 
Council on Aging and the Town Administrator. We wish her well in her 
success in her role and look forward to working with her developing the 
COA and addressing the needs our senior community. 


Dorothy Richardson was also newly appointed to the position of 
Town Accountant. She fills the void left by the advancement of George 
Samia. Dorothy is a 24-year veteran of the town, mostly in the Town 
Accountants office, and understands the town’s financial situation and 
structure. The Board voted unanimously to support this and we wish her 
well in here role. 


Steve Brown, President of the East Bridgewater Cable T.V. Corp., 
introduced the Board to the newly hired Local Access Director, Russ 
Hannigan. Russ came to us from Falmouth and is a very enthusiastic 
individual with a lot of energy. The Board welcomes him and wishes him 
success in this new endeavor. 


In July the Board declared a state of emergency relative to the 
situation of July 22"4, when the sprinkler heads went off and soaked areas 
of Town Hall. Thanks to a quick response from our fire department, 
damage was confined to one end of the building. Chief Pratt was 
appointed as coordinator for the clean up and renovations. The Board 
would like to thank Chief Pratt for his leadership in getting the building 
back into shape and all the staff that worked so well to get through this 
difficult period. 


Due to the resignation of James Hardy from the Board, it was 
necessary to have a special election to fill the vacant seat, which was held in 
December. The voter turn out was much better than the annual election. It 
was encouraging to see the community becoming more involved and 
interested. Peter Hamilton was elected to fill the vacated seat. Peter comes 
to the Board after serving in the town in many capacities, the latest being 
Chairman of the Finance Committee. The Board thanks Jim for his years of 
service to the Town as Selectman, School Committee member and member 
of the many committees on which he served. 


With the November 2003 announcement from Chief of Police, John 
Silva, that he would retire after 37 years of service, effective December 31, 
2004 the Board chose to begin the search for a replacement once the Town 
Administrator position was filled. After a detailed review of applicants, the 
search committee, led by the Town Administrator George Samia, Sergeant 
John Cowan, a member of the E.B. Police Department, was recommended to 
the Board. The Board voted unanimously to appoint Sergeant Cowan as 
Chief. The Board thanks Chief Silva for his many years hard work and 
dedication for the community and welcomes Chief Cowan in his new role. 
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Administrator George Samia, Town Assessor Cheryl Pooler, and the 
Finance Committee, brought about a balanced budget by utilizing $1.7 
million from a combination of one-time source revenues and use of the 
stabilization fund. The budget was presented and passed at our annual 
Town Meeting. The Board recognizes the long hours that the financial 
team put into this budget and thanks them for their dedication and 
perseverance. The Annual Town Meeting brought over 1,700 citizens out. 
Articles pertaining to rezoning, leasing of town owned land for agricultural 
purposes, quarterly tax billing, and probably the most controversial article, 
at the time, a Noise Policy By-law. A very interactive Town Meeting took 
place with the passing of quarterly tax billing, a mixed bag on the rezoning 
articles and the defeat of the Noise Policy By-Law. 


The work of the financial team of Town Accountant/ Interim Town | 


One of the bigger events before the Board this year was a rezoning 
article brought by BFI to reopen the Thatcher Street landfill. This situation 
stirred the community and brought a record number of voters to the Special 
Town Meeting in November. The Board hired an engineer, at the expense 
of BFI, to assess the impact on the Town and answer our many questions 
that we had. The report was completed and presented to the community 
for informational purposes. The Board also engaged legal council to ensure 
a favorable Community Host Fee Agreement was in place, before the article 
went to a vote. The Article required a 2/3 votes to pass and instead it was 
defeated by about a 2/3 margin. With this resolved the Leadership in Town 
now understood the direction the community wished to go and the long 
range Financial Plan could now be implemented. 


With the existing economic climate the first step was realigning the 
financial forecast to meet a level of manageable growth, approximately 4%. 
With that in mind the Board requested all departments submit a level 
funded budget with a 3% reduction impact statement, this would allow the 
Town to absorb increased fixed cost, such as Healthcare and Retirement 
costs, and solidify our financial base going forward, positioning us for a 
brighter tomorrow. As part of that growth, the Board will actively pursue 
economic development in Town and revitalize in some form, an Economic 
Development Committee. 


The Board will continue to implement the recommendations of the 
Government Review Study Committee report in 2005. The next 
recommendation to be brought forward to the citizens for implementation 
will be the establishment of a DPW. 


Trash will be an ongoing issue with the elimination of free 
curbside pickup next fiscal year. It will be necessary to prepare over the 
following year as to how best handle this situation. The Board would like 
to thank John Haines for all his work in gather information towards 
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possible solutions. We look forward to bring this issue to closure in the 
upcoming year. 


The Board also continues to be very active with the Waste Water 
Study Committee working to continue the assessment of the need for 
sewerage in town. The committee has had success in locating a sub surface 
discharge site, for clean affluent, at the Middle School. The committee is 
currently looking at two other locations for discharge, under the High 
School Parking lot and the Town Common. Those results should be 
available in the late spring, with the final CWMP (Comprehensive Waste 
Management Plan) complete by early summer. The committee will then 
make recommendations to the community and the citizens of the Town will 
decide the direction the Town shall take. 


Victor DeSantis, Director of the Institute for Regional 
Development met with the Board to announce a program that will educate 
citizens as to the workings of Town Government. The Civic Leadership 
Program is designed to build a cadre of well-informed citizens who can 
serve as the next generation of leaders and community activist. The Board 
was able to place 7 interested citizens in this program that is to start early in 
2005. We eagerly await the results. 


The Board is also hopeful the many concerned citizens that 
participated in the Special Town Meeting in November, continue to be 
involved and help the Town move ahead during these difficult times. 
Many ideas were suggested, requiring a great deal of manpower to pursue. 
Let us all remember the power in numbers and that actions speak louder 
than words. Come and help, we welcome you with open arms. 


The Board would like to recognize Town Administrator George 
Samia, Administrative Assistant Karen Grabau, and Senior Clerk Catherine 
Johnson for their efforts and dedicated work on behalf of the Board of 
Selectmen.

In 2004, after serving the Town for 37 years we saw the retirement of Chief 
John L. Silva on December 31, 2004. In the next two years we will be 
retiring two more officers. Even with the reduction of staff we continued 
such programs as DARE, Seat Belt Safety, and the Child Safety Seat 
Program. We are still seeing a rise of activity with narcotic violations. Our 
Safety Programs and our aggressive stance against drugs utilizing mutual 
aid such as the WEB Task Force assist us in our goal of working with 
youths to provide a safe place to grow. With the reductions in funding on 
both the Local and State level the Police Department will work to continue 
these programs to the best of our abilities while continuing to look at all 
sources of funding to bring the department closer to previous staffing 
levels.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater — 


During calendar year 2004 the Fire Department responded to 1,700 
emergency incidents as follows:

932 patients were transported in the Fire Department ambulance in 2004 
with over 48% of them requiring and receiving advanced life support 
services by our department paramedics. This level of service, now four 
years old, continues to serve the residents well providing them with state of 
the art, pre-hospital emergency medical care at the Advanced Life Support 
level. Department members continually train and strive to enhance our 
proficiency in the delivery of this service and with continued support of the 
town we anticipate that the ambulance program within the fire department 
will serve the town well for many years to come. 


Fire prevention activities including inspectional services continue. Over 
384 inspections were recorded within the department with over $38,000.00 
in fees deposited to the Town. 


I have notified the Finance Committee and Board of Selectmen that the 
need to increase full time staffing within the department has come. This 
department is currently providing fire protection, rescue, Emergency 
Medical Services, inspectional services, code compliance, fire prevention 
and fire education services on a 24 hour per day 365-day per year basis. 
This with an average of only four (4) firefighters on duty and with recent 
budget constraints, often times only three (3). I will continue to work with 
Town officials and citizens in an effort to provide a responsible plan to 
meet this need for increased staffing. 


I have once again provided to Town officials the need for renovations and 


addition to Fire Department headquarters. During the summer of 2004 we 
experienced two major failures in the drainage system(s) one of which was 
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repaired at a cost of over $6,000.00 and the other delayed in hopes of 
funding of a project very soon. These however are not the only problems. 
Currently this department is in need of a roof, gutters, doors, interior 
plumbing and electrical repairs and upgrades, additional office space, 
apparatus storage, exhaust removal and HVAC work. Regarding the need 
for exhaust removal, the Town should be aware that I have put off the 
installation of this badly needed system due the expense of the system and 
the plan to.renovate the building. However if the renovation does not 
occur soon, I will be forced to install the system resulting in a very 
unfortunate and not cost effective expenditure of funds. 


In closing I, and the members of the Fire Department, appreciate the 
opportunity to serve the citizens of our community, our neighbors, as an 
emergency services/response agency. We value the trust and support that 
the citizens of our Town place in us and continually strive to be good 
stewards of that trust.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF ASSESSORS :

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 
As property values were being certified for the in-house tri-annual . 
revaluation for Fiscal Year 2004 Massachusetts Legislators were . 
implementing new mandates for Assessing Departments throughout the | 
commonwealth. 

Valuations in communities are based on “full and fair market value” and 
due to the appreciation in the market cities and towns are now mandated to 
adjust property values yearly. The impact to communities will result in 
more analysis along with more reporting to the Department of Revenue 
while communities will be held responsible for any costs associated with 
implementing the new changes. 


In 2004 the Town of East Bridgewater also voted to convert from a semi- 
annual billing system to quarterly billing along with the adoption of 
Chapter 653 (accelerated growth), which will enable the Assessors to assess 
new growth through June 30" of each year. Chapter 653 will enable the 
town to capture new growth closer to real time, which will result in more 
revenue for the town. 


Deep cuts in state aid to cities and towns are producing significantly higher 
property taxes to Massachusetts communities. Despite higher property 
taxes and healthy addition to local tax rolls from new construction, 
municipalities are contending with real revenue declines due to state cuts. 
Thus far East Bridgewater has been able to avoid seeing any major shift 
with approximately 44% of the town’s total budget being raised through 
the property tax levy. 
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Surprisingly, even with a slow recovery, the economy indicators show 
housing stock still continuing to appreciate. East Bridgewater has seen a 
12% appreciation from calendar year 2003 to 2004 in its’ median house 
value. 


The BOA voted unanimously to accept the provisions of Chapter 73 Section 
4 of the Acts of 1986 as amended by Chapter 126 of the Acts of 1988. 
Authorizing an increase of 50% for Property Tax Exemptions. 


The Board would like to acknowledge the Director of Assessing Cheryl 
Pooler for her professionalism along with the office staff consisting of 
Sherrie Bates, Karen Bell and Maureen Call. 


Lastly, it has been the intention of this Board to serve the citizens of East 
Bridgewater and we wish to acknowledge them for allowing us to do so.

Our Board of Health Nurse, Doreen Zeller is available on Tuesday, 
Wednesday and Thursday on a part-time basis at the Board of Health 
Office for Blood Sugar Screenings, Blood Pressure Checks, TB Testing, Flu 
Shots, MMR, DPT and the Hepatitis B Series.

Partners Home Care, a non-profit Medicare certified agency, serves East 
Bridgewater residents, offering skilled nursing; physical, occupational, and 
speech therapy services; medical social work; nutrition counseling; and 
home health aide assistance. Partners Home Care, Inc. meets the highest 
standards of excellence fulfilling the mission of providing quality home 
health care to those in need. 


In addition to providing home health services, Partners Home Care, Inc. 
offers many community health services including wellness programs, 
immunization programs, health promotion screenings, nutrition seminars, 
caregivers support groups and health education seminars.

REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater 


2004 has proven again to be a challenging year for the highway 
department, facing the combination of extreme weather challenges and 
town wide funding reductions. Record breaking cold began the year with 
temperatures hovering around 10 degrees for much of January. This led to 
the deepest frost that many could ever remember. That deep frost caused 
havoc with underground utilities and the road surfaces. 

In order to meet funding reductions several services had to be done away 
with in the department, most noticeably was the painting of street lines and 
replacing road signs. 


The town made gains in the area of our State Chapter 90 
reimbursement, recognizing nearly 40 additional miles of roadway and 
increasing our allotment by 80%. Construction on the three intersections 
project is near completion and the Reconstruction of Franklin Street design 
phase was completed and is slated to begin construction during the 
summer of 2005. 


We are constantly making advances in our maintenance programs 
with improvements for sweeping our nearly 90 miles of roadway and 
cleaning over 1500 storm drains to better comply with new storm water 
management regulations. We have begun to add additional management 
tools to our road maintenance program including crack sealing of road 
cracks before they can become potholes and using recycled plastic materials 
in the reconstruction of catch basins rather than concrete and mortar which 
is broken down by road salt. We are continually trying to upgrade the 
operations of the department through on-going employee training as well 
as, purchasing equipment that allows for a better job done more quickly. I 
want to thank the citizens for their support at town meeting, voting to fund 
the replacement of 2 of our large dump trucks, both of which were over 25 
years old. 


I want to thank the members of the Highway department as well as 
the other departments and contractors that helped to contribute to this 
year’s success and look forward to working together in the future. I would 
also like to thank the citizens of East Bridgewater for not only the 
cooperation and support they have provided me throughout the past year, 
but also for the opportunity to be part of the town’s future.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF WATER COMMISIONERS 


The Board of Water Commissioners is pleased to update you on the 
progress of the Water Department over the past year. 


In addition to the everyday service and maintenance of the water system, 
the department has continued its backflow surveying and testing program. 
We have also continued our metering program with 2285 meters currently 
having been converted to the newer touch read system. 


The Water Department is keenly award of the ongoing rust and/or red stain 
problems many residents have been experiencing in the last two years. Our 
department has been working with two different engineering firms to 
attack this problem. With the help of one of these firms we will be 
implementing an aggressive hydrant flushing program on a bi-annually 
basis. These firms will also be doing a study of the system overall, 
working towards a plan to replace or upgrade water mains, and a study of 
the water itself. These will identify what can be done to control] the iron 
and manganese problems. The need to build a treatment plant is also being 
looked into. 
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Superintendent Scott McCann reported the following work for the year. 
There were 19 water main beaks, 24 water service renewals, 7 hydrants 
replaced and 10 hydrants repaired. The department replaced an old 2” line © 
with a 6” line on Springer Ave. and installed a hydrant to the area for fire : 
protection. The Water Department also installed an 8” water main from the - 
end of Hillside Ave. to the intersection of Plymouth St. and Washington St. 
We also observed the installation of approximately 9200’ of 8” water main ~ 
and 57 new service hookups bringing the total to 4,108 tie-ins to the system. — 


The Board would like to thank all of the other departments for their 
assistance with our ongoing work. We also assure the town residents that 
we will continue on an aggressive path to resolve the water problems we 
are experiencing.

REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The Conservation Commission meets the first and third Tuesday of each 
month at 7:00 p.m. at the Town Office Building, in the second floor 
conference room. 


In 2004 the Commission held hearings for a total of 143 applications filed 
under the Wetlands Protection Act. Of the 143 applications 115 were 
Notices of Intent, 16 were Requests for Determination of Applicability, 8 
were Abbreviated Notices of Intent and 4 were Abbreviated Notices of 
Resource Area Delineation. The increased number of Notices of Intent 
were due to the Meadowbrook and Harmony Crossing over-55 
communities. 


On October 30, 2004 members of the Commission plus Frank Johnson's 
friends and family volunteered to spend the day cleaning up a site along 
the Satucket River at Bridge Street. The site clean-up included vista 
pruning, removal of debris and the installation of a picnic table and 
memorial sign. The site will be dedicated to Frank Johnson sometime this 
spring. As an aside, the state has stepped in and will be building a canoe 
launch at the site this year. 


The Commission would like to extend its sincere thanks to John DeLano 
and his staff for their continued hard work, dedication and support.

I wish to thank the dedicated and ambitious crew of the East 
Bridgewater Department of Public Tree and Land Management for their 
continuous commitment to the community. 


The Department of Public Tree and Land Management’s aggressive 
program to remove hazardous trees from the public way continues to prove 
its value to the community. The success of the program is evident in the 
reduction of tree related response calls the department sees. This also 
allows us to focus our efforts towards managing rather than reacting. 


For the third year the entire south shore was under attack by an 
infestation of Winter Moth, a veracious feeder that is appearing early in the 
spring and attacking our maples, oaks, ashes and crab apple trees. This 
continual seasonal defoliation is going to have a drastic impact on the 
overall health of our community forest. 


This year, we were forced to eliminate our tree planting program in 
the community resulting in the loss of our Tree City USA recognition. 
While the maintenance of our public shade trees remains our primary 
concern, the department’s role continues to expand. A great deal of time is 
now focused on maintaining and managing our community’s open spaces. 
The Leland farm soccer complex saw its first game played this fall while 
infrastructure improvements, such as the new snack bar/maintenance 
building and roadways took shape. 


I would like to thank the many town officials and departments for 
their continued cooperation and support during the past year. Our 
department is both proud and grateful to have been entrusted with the care 
of our public trees and the many open spaces that make our community 
‘ unique.

The grounds are being well cared 
for by the Tree and Public Lands department and trail clearing along the 
Satucket River banks, which outline the south and west borders of the 
woodlands by volunteers. The Committee also appreciates the mowing of 
the fields by two local men who bale and use the hay for their livestock, 

and the assistance from Scout Troop 29, who have made plans to clear the 
debris.

The 2004 season opened on March 21* with a High School Varsity baseball 
practice and closed with the E.B. Field Hockey Team playing a tournament 
game with Holliston on October 31*. 


In this 224 day period was a total of 188 days scheduled for one or more 
events. 167 of these were regularly scheduled games. 


The Varsity High School Team started to play league games in April and 


finished the season in June. There were three tournaments during the 
season of 2004. One tournament was the AAU tournament, which ran from 
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June 30 to July 4. The host for this tournament was the South Shore Sea 
Dogs from the town of Hingham. The Senior Boys Baseball League played 
in the state tournament and won the district seven championship.

REPORT OF THE EAST BRIDGEWATER PUBLIC LIBRARY 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


Throughout the year 2003 the East Bridgewater Public Library and the three 
school libraries continued to see a steady demand for library services, while 
budgets remained level-funded and part-time staff hours decreased. 
Circulation figures increased significantly at the public library, and the 
high and elementary school libraries, while remaining level at the middle 
school library. 


In the summer of 2003 the entire high school library was re-arranged to 
improve access and ease of use, and to accommodate a dozen new 
computers purchased by the East Bridgewater Schools for students and 
teachers. We thank High School Librarian Anne Johnson, SEMLS 
Consultant Katie Baxter and Director Jane Finlay for their organizational 
plan. We are grateful for the volunteers, school custodial staff and other 
school and library staff who worked so hard moving books in the summer 
heat to make this possible. 
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Staff changes within the Library system were few in 2003. Long-time staff 
member Laurie Cavanaugh left her part-time position as Library Associate 
at the public library to assume a full-time position in reference and reader’s 
advisory at the Brockton Public Library. In December we welcomed Fran 
Ellis as the new Library Associate in public library circulation. In 
September Ellen Smith replaced Deborah Backman as the part-time Central 
School Library Associate. With the reductions in part-time staff hours, all 
staff spend more time on circulation and related tasks. We extend our 
appreciation to all for their strong commitment to providing excellent 
library service. 


Volunteers made a real difference at the library in 2003. Suzanne Dawson 
continued to mend and processes materials on a weekly basis. Christopher 
Wohlers began volunteering at the public library in the summer of 2003, 
performing collection maintenance and other tasks. Chandler Ruehrwein, 
back from military service in the fall, created new titles lists. We thank you 
all for your dedication and generosity. 


Throughout the year the Public Library displayed the work of many artists, 
thanks to the coordination of Cheryl McCabe. The East Bridgewater Arts 
Council, Sue Merritt, Chair sponsored the February display of high school 
student artwork at the library, culminating in the Creative Voice show, 
February 10, 2003, an inspiring evening of poetry readings by high school 
students and guest poets. In late summer, Wayne Legge, a volunteer at the 
Robbins Archaeology Museum in Middleborough, assembled an exhibit of 
local Native American artifacts that are on display indefinitely in the Millet 
Room. 


In April the Public Library offered two evenings of poetry readings by 
well-known local poets. Many thanks go to the East Bridgewater Arts 
Council and to the Friends of the Library for their support of these two 
programs. In October 2003, the Friends of the Library sponsored a 
captivating performance by Linda Gray Kelley in her rendition of Spoon 
River Anthology, free to all. The Library Reading Club continued to meet 
once a month for book discussions. 


In October the Public Library held a Community Forum, providing 
community members representing different interests the opportunity to 
contribute ideas and input as the first step in the creation of a new five-year 
plan for the library. | 


The Public Library’s ever-popular museum pass program was expanded in 
2003 to include the Easton Children’s Museum, courtesy of the Friends of the 
Library. The Sachem Quilters also purchased a membership to the Lowell 
Quilt Museum pass program for the library. We would like to extend our 
thanks to the Friends of the Library, the Grace Eastman Fund, and the many 
individual and organizational donors whose contributions enable patrons 
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to receive discount admissions to Boston's Science, Children's and Fine 
Arts Museums, the Boston Aquarium, Plimoth Plantation, and the Roger 
Williams Park Zoo. 


This year the Library Children’s Room provided a full schedule of story 
times, craft activities, community outreach, 2"4 grade tours, and a full 
summer reading program. We offer our thanks, for making special 
children’s performances available, to the Grace Eastman Fund for the Read! 
Think! Create! Song and Story Show, to the Friends of the Library for 
Sparky’s Puppets, and to the East Bridgewater Arts Council for Once Upon a 
Halloween. We also are very grateful to Skinner’s Sugar House, the 
Bridgewater Ice Arena, Skatetown USA and The Gallery Café for donating 
passes to summer reading program participants. 


The Friends of the Library fundraisers this year included a new and 
attractive book bag as well as the Entertainment coupon books. We can’t 
thank the Friends of the Library enough for their ongoing support. This 
year, in addition to providing programs, holiday decorations and other 
support, the Friends of the Library purchased a laminator, a children’s room 
coat rack and display rack, and a beautiful park bench for the library lawn.

REPORT OF THE EAST BRIDGEWATER PUBLIC LIBRARY 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


With circulation figures increasing 13%, the year 2004 was one of the 
busiest ever for the East Bridgewater Public Library. A new Long Range 
Plan for the library was completed and filed with the Massachusetts Board 
of Library Commissioners. The plan focuses on three priority service areas 
that were chosen by community representatives at a public forum held the 
previous October: access to popular materials and information on current 
topics; access to local history and genealogy materials; and adequate and 
inviting space for interaction among community members and for program 
participation. 


The three school libraries continued to provide library resources and 
education to students. On the technology front, both the high school and 
the middle school libraries upgraded their two SAILS workstations and 
converted an older computer to an online catalog, which provides students 
direct access to materials in the high and middle school libraries as well as 
70 other libraries. The Central School and the Gordon W. Mitchell Middle 
School libraries sponsored two successful Scholastic Book Fairs, bringing 
in extra funds for materials, while providing ready access to a wide variety 
of books to students, parents and teachers. 
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Kristin Bergeron joined the staff in April 2004 as High School Librarian, 
replacing Anne Johnson, who after 15 years with the East Bridgewater 
Library System is now serving the elementary school libraries in her 
hometown. After 30 years with the East Bridgewater Library system, Vicki 
Boucher, retired from her position as Central School Librarian on 
December 31, 2004. Deborah Adduci replaced Ellen Smith as the part-time 
Central School Library Associate. 


Volunteers Suzanne Dawson and Christopher Wohlers are now a regular 
part of the life of the public library. Geraldine Keefe volunteered several 
hours a week processing new materials until illness kept her from 
returning. We are grateful for your dedication and generosity. 


The East Bridgewater Arts Council, Mary Coelho, Chair, sponsored the 
February display of Central School student artwork at the library, 
culminating in the Creative Voice show, February 9, 2004. Over 125 
children and adults turned out to hear 24 and 3*4 graders read their poems 
and other writings. In October, the Friends of the Library sponsored a 
special Halloween program featuring local author Edward Lodi. Ed 
spooked the audience with chilling stories about hauntings and strange 
happenings in New England libraries, houses and elsewhere. The Library 
Reading Club continued to meet once a month for its lively book 
discussions. 


The Public Library’s ongoing museum pass program offers discounted 
admissions to the Children’s Museum, Boston, the Children’s Museum in 
Easton, courtesy of the Friends of the Library, and to the Museum of Science, 
Boston, the Museum of Fine Arts, Boston, the New England Aquarium, 
Boston, Plimoth Plantation, Plymouth, and the Roger Williams Park Zoo, 
Providence, Rhode Island, courtesy of the Grace Eastman Fund and many 
individual donors to the public library. We extend many thanks for your 
support. 


The Library’s Children’s Room “Make It, Take It” crafts were an especially 
popular addition to the already full schedule of story times, monthly crafts, 
community outreach, special programs, and 24 grade tours. This July and 
August 171 children and young adults participated in Explore Other Worlds 
@ Your Library, the 2004 summer reading program. Many thanks go to the 
East Bridgewater Arts Council for sponsoring Gwyn Marini’s Music for 
Everyone, and Marcus Gale’s So Glad; to the Friends of the Library for Ed 
Popielarczyk’s Magical Moments; and to the Grace Eastman Fund for 
Facepainting by Anne (Kerrigan). We also extend our thanks to volunteers 
Jeni Dwyer and Blue, from J.M. K-9 Training in Brockton, and Bridgewater

REPORT OF THE COUNCIL ON AGING 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater 


There are now more than 2000 people over the age of 60 living in East 
Bridgewater. As the first of the baby boomers turn 60 in 2005, and new 
residents move into the town’s over-55 retirement communities, the town 
will have to decide how it will meet the increasing needs of its senior 
population. 


One of the primary responsibilities of the Council on Aging is to connect 
seniors with services. Seniors and their families and caretakers are 
welcome at the Council on Aging office where staff will help them find 
answers to their questions about healthcare and health insurance, homecare 
_ and adult daycare, hospice, financial management, legal issues, housing 
options, tax filing and abatements, caretaker support, and other topics of 
concern. Our staff will also refer our clients to agencies through which they 
can obtain the services they need. 


Presentations on issues of interest to seniors and their families occur 
throughout the year. The Council on Aging encourages those who are 
approaching the age of 60 to attend these programs in order to gather the 
information they will soon need to make informed decisions. Newsletters 
containing information of interest to seniors and notice of programs and 
activities are mailed monthly to all senior households in East Bridgewater 
and are also available at Town Hall. 


Dial-a-Bat continues to serve most of our transportation needs, and will 
continue to provide transportation to medical appointments and a weekly 
trip to Johnnie’s Foodmaster in Whitman, but we are happy to announce 
that Brockton Area Transit has leased a bus to the town for Council on 
Aging use. We look forward to offering transportation to the weekly senior 
lunch at the Gordon W. Mitchell Middle School and other activities. We 
also hope to offer our seniors an opportunity to use the bus one day a week 
to do their errands within the town and to provide transportation to town 
meetings, elections and other town wide activities. 


The Council on Aging processes Fuel Assistance Applications and Food 


Stamp applications for residents of any age and offers other types of 
assistance to non-elderly residents upon request. 
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The Council on Aging is especially proud that it is becoming an official 
part of the national TRIAD organization, which is dedicated to helping 
seniors feel safe in their homes and communities. A local S.A.L.T. Council 
(Seniors and Law Enforcement Together) has been formed as part of this 
effort. The S.A.L.T. Council has surveyed East Bridgewater seniors to 
determine the greatest areas of concern and is the major sponsor of our first 
"Seniors Wellness and Safety Fair." 


The Commercial Club sponsored a wonderful Christmas Party in 
December that was attended by more than 125 seniors, who enjoyed the 
food, music and prizes. The East Bridgewater Key Club once again 
provided seniors with a delightful night of dinner and dancing at the 
"Seniors Social." The East Bridgewater Lions Club and the Standish 
Sportsman's Club held delicious summer barbeques for the town's seniors. 
The Sportsman's Club also made its facility available for the "Seniors 
Wellness and Safety Fair." The Council on Aging sponsored holiday 
parties for Valentines Day and Halloween, as well as two summer socials. 
East Bridgewater resident Christen Galanis, attired in appropriate costume, 
shared her knowledge of a proper Victorian tea with a group of seniors in 
May. 


Mr. Gene Ortenzi continues to be a good friend to the Council on Aging 
and the town's seniors. His generosity has allowed us to offer discounts on 
trips, and he is a major sponsor of our "Seniors Wellness and Safety Fair." 
Mr. Ortenzi also recently donated a new television for the use of seniors 
who come to the COA to watch movies. 


Many seniors now borrow movies from our large selection of videotapes. 
We have been receiving donated tapes for several years from individuals, 
and recently, the former owners of "Country Convenience" donated several 
boxes of videos for our seniors to enjoy. We have a good variety, including 
Disney and the classics, as well as some relatively new films. 


The first year of the Seniors Property Tax Workoff Program was a great 
success. Thirteen seniors successfully completed 88 hours of service in five 
town departments for an abatement of $595 off their property tax bill. This 
year more than twice as many seniors and departments are taking part. 


Space continues to be a major problem for the Council on Aging and its 
clients. We are serving more seniors than ever before, but the facility is 
very small and only minimally adapted for the handicapped. Finding a 
way to accommodate our clients’ need for privacy is a major challenge. 
Increased participation in our activities and programs has forced us to 
schedule most of them at the Riddell Road Community Building. We are 
extremely grateful to Nancy Morris and the East Bridgewater Housing 
Authority for allowing us to use their space. However, our inability to 
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provide all our services under one roof does cause logistical problems, and 
it means our clients have less opportunity to become aware of additional 
services offered by the COA. 


The Senior Center Building Committee was disappointed to learn that it 
did not qualify for a federal Community Development Block Grant. The 
committee had hoped that the grant would provide a significant portion of 
what would be needed to build a Senior Center in East Bridgewater. The 
committee plans to submit a new grant application and to work closely 
with town officials to find a way to fund a much-needed Senior Center. 


The Council on Aging encourages seniors and other interested citizens to 
stop in at the Council on Aging and learn more about its services. Business 
hours are now 8 a.m. to 6 p.m. on Monday; 8 a.m. to 4 p.m. Tuesday through 
Thursday; and 8 a.m. to 1 pm on Friday. The best hours to call or visit the 
office are between 8 a.m. and 1 p.m. Due to recent cuts in our staff hours, 
there are times when no one is in the office in the afternoon. 


In addition to those already mentioned, there are many individuals and 
organizations that provide the Council on Aging with support throughout 
the year. Without them, we could not function. Thank you to the East 
Bridgewater Police, Fire, Highway, Tree, Assessing, and Veterans 
Departments, the Town Clerk, the Board of Health, the cafeteria staff at the 
Gordon W. Mitchell Middle School, and all the other town officials who 
have supported us this year; The East Bridgewater Kiwanis Club; Viking 
Recreation Center; First Parish Unitarian Church; East Bridgewater Friends 
of Seniors; East Bridgewater Public Health Nursing Association; Mr. 
Bedford Wheaton, who volunteers every year to prepare taxes; and the 
students from East Bridgewater High School who helped shovel out several 
of our seniors who had no other way to manage all the snow this winter. 


Our Meals-on-Wheels program not only provides a hot nutritious meal to 
homebound elders, it means that a trained volunteer is checking on them 
each weekday. This year, one of our Meals-on-Wheels clients fell in her 
home. Knowing that a volunteer would soon be coming with a meal, this 
resident, who could not reach her phone, remained calm until the volunteer 
arrived and called the ambulance. No one knows how long she might have 
had to wait if she were not involved in Meals-on-Wheels. In fiscal year 
2004, our volunteers delivered more than 4500 meals to 40 homebound 
residents. This program could not survive without the 25 people who care 
enough to give their time and energy. We thank them, as well as all our 
other volunteers, who give us so much help throughout the year. 


Christine White was made a permanent member of the staff in June and 


Nancy Hill joined the staff in August. Their knowledge, skills and 
enthusiasm are invaluable to the success of our programs.

REPORT OF THE PATRIOTIC ACTIVITIES COMMITTEE 


To the honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the Town of East 
Bridgewater: 


The purpose of the Patriotic Activities Committee (EBPA) is to plan and 
provide for appropriate Town representation and participation for all 
activities, functions and observations of a patriotic nature. This includes 
planning for and preparation of Town parades, exercises, ceremonies and 
participation for events such as: Decoration Day, Armed Forces Day, 
Memorial Day, Flag Day, Incorporation Day, Independence Day, Veterans 
Day and others. In addition, the Committee’s responsibilities include 
maintenance and provision for all the town’s Patriotic displays, including 
monuments, memorials, squares, flagpoles and flags. 


The EBPAC continues to work with other Town committees and local civic 
groups and service organizations to ensure that the Town of East 
Bridgewater appropriately fulfills its legal and moral obligations to the 
People of our community, state and nation through recognition of those 
who have given of themselves so that our Country could remain Free and 
achieve greatness for the benefit of all of its citizens. 


The following are highlights, enumerating some of the accomplishments of 
our Committee over the past year, 2004: On Saturday morning, May 29", 
members of the Committee, together with a group of Legionnaires from 
Post 91 and a team of Cub, Boy and Girl Scouts, plus Venturers, and their 
adult leaders, marked the graves of all the Veterans in all town cemeteries 
with American Flags, fulfilling the historical obligation of decoration day, 
the original precursor to Memorial Day. 


On May 31*, the Committee, in conjunction with the Commercial Club and 
American Legion Post 91 hosted the 136* Memorial Day commemoration; 
the 21% held on our Town Common. We sadly noted the passing of twenty- 
six military Veterans from among our town residents: twelve from World 
War II, ten from the Korean War, three from the Vietnam war and one from 
the Persian Gulf war, over the past year. Moving and respectful Exercises 
on the Common included music provided by the East Bridgewater High 
School Viking Band, the recitation of Lincoln’s Gettysburg Address by 
Katelyn O’Brien and the haunting notes of “Taps” by buglers Jason Belcher 
and Christopher Simmons, students at East Bridgewater High School. An 
American Legion honor guard rendered rifle salutes at each of the 
Veterans’ Monuments down flag-lined central Street, and the people then 
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adjourned to the Commercial Club where, after a brief ceremony hosted by 
president Michael Burke at the Peter Moskos memorial pavilion, a fine 
family style chicken barbecue was heartily enjoyed by all of those in 
attendance. 


On the evening of June 13 on the Town Common, the Committee 
coordinated a Flag Day observation ceremony conducted by American 
Legion Post 91 with Club Scouts from Pack 28, Boy Scouts from Troop 29 
and Venturers from Crew 29, assisted by the Fire Department and local 
musician Ted Haines. Included in the commemoration of Old Glory was 
the bugle call “To the Colors” and the appropriately solemn Ceremonial 
Disposal by fire of many old, tattered and worn American Flags removed 
from the cemeteries or contributed by Town departments and patriotic local 
citizens, a number of whom were in attendance to witness the even. 


Once again for July 4", the Committee decorated Town buildings and the 
Common bandstand with bunting and placed the roadside Flags on the 
Central Street utility poles in celebration of the 228 anniversary of 
Independence Day, and the 181* observance of our Incorporation as a 
Town. 


On November 11 the Committee, together with American Legion Post 91, 
organized our Town’s participation in the 86 annual commemoration of 
Veterans Day. The traditional Tri-Town Veteran’s Day Parade and 
Exercises were hosted this year in the town of West Bridgewater. The 
theme was “America Remembers.” On a warm, sunny day, our contingent 
of marching represented us proudly. The parade route began at the staging 
area on Brewster Road, turned south on North Elm Street, then continued 
east on West Center Street (106), then north on Main Street to Town Hall. 
Emily Harrington acted as parade judge for our town. The Best Band 
trophy was won by the Viking Marching Band from East Bridgewater High 
School. The exercises took place at the town Hall lot and bandstand, where 
the speakers were relatively brief and their words heartfelt and effective, 
and the services were appropriate. A welcome collation of tasty victuals 
and refreshments was served by the West Bridgewater Parade Committee 
and others in the parish Function Hall of St. Ann’s Church adjacent to the 
town hall, immediately after the ceremonies. 


Again this year the Committee managed, on its small budget and with a 
good amount of volunteer help and a few donations, to maintain the 
Town’s Flags (at Rowena Hobart park, at the Town Hall and on the 
Common), and Memorials, (the four Squares) refurbishing wreaths and 
making needed repairs to some of the veterans’ monuments; restitching, 
repairing and eventually replacing all the Flags that were faded, damaged 
or destroyed by the effects of our somewhat warmer but more blustery and 
always unpredictable New England weather. 
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Our sincere thanks go to Superintendent of Schools Margaret Strojny; High 
School Principals George Kelly and Anthony Sarno, the High School 
Concert Band and Music department head John Fantucchio, and the EBHS 
Vikings Marching Band led by director William Solari. Also, thanks to 
town Veterans Services assistant Martha Redgate; members of the Tree 
Department, the Park department, the Police Department‘and the Fire 
Department; the Selectmen, the Executive Secretary and Karen Grabau; and 
all the other town officials, Department and other Committees who worked 


with us. 


Thanks to C.N. Smith Farm, Elegance Garden Center, Southeastern 
Regional High School, John Brooks, the Service Organizations of East 
Bridgewater, and the Citizens of our Town, without whom we could not 
have achieved the success of the past year. We look forward to working 
with and for all of you again throughout 2005, when the town of 
Bridgewater will host the Tri-Town Veterans Day Parade, Exercises and 
Collation on Friday, November 11". 


We cannot let the opportunity pass without once again soliciting for a few 
good citizens to join with us in the important work of providing for 
patriotic observations and the maintenance of our patriotic monuments and 
memorials in East Bridgewater during our 182™4 year. We would like to 
point out that, due to the absences caused by the continuing slow recovery 
of one of our members, and recent losses, there are currently a number of 
vacancies on the Committee, and we would be happy to hear form any 
resident citizens interested in working with us.

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REPORT OF PLYMOUTH COUNTY MOSQUITO CONTROL PROJECT 


The Commissioners of the Plymouth County Mosquito Control Project are 
pleased to submit the following report of our activities during 2004. 


The Project is a special district created by the State Legislature in 1957, and 
is now composed of all Plymouth County towns, the City of Brockton, and 
the Town of Cohasset in Norfolk County. The Project is a regional response 
to a regional problem, and provides a way of organizing specialized 
equipment, specially trained employees, and mosquito control 
professionals into a single agency with a broad geographical area of 
responsibility. 


The 2004 season began with a normal water table until record April 
precipitation produced large number of spring and summer brood 
mosquitoes throughout the County. Efforts were directed at larval 
mosquitoes starting with the spring brood. Ground and aerial larviciding 
was accomplished using B.t.i., an environmentally selective bacterial agent. 
Upon emergence of the spring brood of mosquitoes, ultra-low volume 
adulticiding began. The Project responded to 9,420 requests for service 
from residents. _ 


In response to the elevated threat of virus in the district, we increased our 
trapping, aerial and ground larviciding, and adult spray in areas of concern 
to protect public health. 


Eastern Equine Encephalitis virus was first isolated from Culex species, a 
human biting species, by the Massachusetts Department of Public Health 
from Project collection in Middleboro on August 3, 2004. Of the season’s 
total of thirty nine EEE isolates, fifteen were from Plymouth County as 
follows: Halifax (8/4, 8/11, 8/18, 9/13 (2), and 9/20), Kingston (8/18, and 8/19), 
Middleboro (8/3, 8/24 and 8/25), Pembroke (8/31 and 9/8), Plymouth (9/8), 
Rockland (9/4). Four human cases of EEE were confirmed including two 
fatalities (Brockton and Holbrook). These cases came from four towns in 
two counties (Plymouth County: Brockton and Middleboro), (Norfolk 
County: Holbrook and Foxboro). Seven horses tested positive for EEE in 
Massachusetts with three in Plymouth County: Middleboro (2) 9/2 and 9715 
and East Bridgewater (1) 10/2. We normally end our spray season on Labor 
Day. This year, because of increased virus isolations, we extended our 
residential spray program three weeks into September. Municipality based 
requests for area wide spray continued throughout the district through 
October 4, 3004. Based on guideline defined by the “Vector Control Plan to 
Prevent EEE” in Massachusetts, Southeaster Massachusetts will be at a 
“high level of EEE risk” beginning the 2005 season. 


We are pleased to report that in 2004 there were no human West Nile Virus 
cases in Plymouth County. No horse cases occurred during the season and

REPORT OF PLYMOUTH COUNTY COOPERATIVE EXTENSION 


The role of Plymouth County Extension is to deliver research-based 
information to Plymouth County residents through non-formal methods. 
The Plymouth County Extension staff work, in concert with UMass 
Amherst Faculty and Extension staff on behalf of the United States 
Department of Agriculture, to provide valuable information in Extension’s 
four major program areas: Agriculture and Landscape; 4-H Youth and 
Family Development; Nutrition Education initiatives; and Natural 
Resources and Environmental Conservation. The Extension System is 
supported by County, Federal and State funds, and operates under Federal 
and State laws and agreements. Local citizens, appointed by the Plymouth 
County Commissioners, serve as Plymouth County Extension Trustees, 
directing the overall program. Volunteer advisory groups work with 
Extension staff on developing specific programs. 


Cooperative Extension resources and programs for Plymouth County 
include: garden lectures, fruit pruning demonstrations; pesticide applicator 
training and licensing exams; the annual UMass Extension Garden 
Calendar; educational resource materials; training and resources for green 
industries professional youth service; accredited overnight 4~H summer 
camps; and teacher workshops and resources. New research findings are 
translated into practical applications and shared with people and 
communities through workshops, conferences, field demonstrations, radio 
and television, local libraries, technical assistance, and newspaper articles. 
Publications such as newsletters, booklets, and fact sheets bring 
information directly to those who need it. Additional information is 
delivered through office visits, phone calls, and UMass Extension web 


access - WwW.umassextension.org. 


The Plymouth County Extension office is located at P.O. Box 658, High St. 
Hanson, MA 02341 (781-293-3541; 781- 447-5946). Regional Extension 
programs are often conducted in Southeastern Massachusetts. UMass 
Extension also operates the Cranberry Experiment Research Station, located 
in Wareham.

REPORT OF THE CAPITAL IMPROVEMENT PLANNING COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater: 


The Capital Improvement Planning Committee began its work for fiscal 
year 2005 by asking all departments to carefully evaluate the status of their 
facilities and equipment. The committee requested that each department 
submit to the Capital Improvement Planning Committee only the most 
critical needs for the next 2 years. The result of that request is a small list of 
projects for FY2005 and 2006 detailed below. It is critical to our long range 
financial planning that we identify all of our needs. The Committee’s goal 
is to prioritize these projects and to work with the Finance Committee to 
fund them in a manner that allows us to maintain financial stability. 


The Committee did not consider any capital projects the past two years due 
to the lack of available funds. However, the town must continue to 
undertake capital projects even in years when funds are limited. The 
purpose of our committee is to plan for the future and to prevent the Town 
from having to fund extremely large, unforeseen expenditures. Also, the 
various rating agencies look at capital spending when reviewing our credit 
rating. They understand that if we do not fund capital projects continually, 
the town will deteriorate to a point where we will have to fund many large 
projects all at once, resulting in a heavy financial burden. 
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The Committee extends its thanks to all of the department heads and 
boards that submitted requests, and to the Finance Committee for their 


support.

After a 
comprehensive search, Gina Williams was the unanimous choice of the 
search committee and was appointed as the new principal of Central 
School. She brings enthusiasm, expertise and commitment to the position. 
Danielle Klingaman has assumed the position of assistant principal. She 
joins us from Wrentham Public Schools where she was an accomplished 
teacher for six years. George Kelley left East Bridgewater High School to 
become the high school principal in Nantucket, MA. We are fortunate to 
have Anthony Sarno, a seasoned administrator, as interim high school 
principal. 


New faculty members who have joined our system include Christine Alles, — 
Gordon W. Mitchell School, Grade 5 teacher; Katelyn Driscoll, East 
Bridgewater High School, Guidance Counselor; Donna Eichorn, Gordon W. 
Mitchell Middle School, Music teacher; Elizabeth Farnum; East 
Bridgewater High School, Social Studies teacher; Lorna Hickey, Gordon W. 
Mitchell Middle School, Physical Education teacher; Maureen Ledoux, 
Gordon W. Mitchell Middle School, Grade 5 teacher; Diane McCarthy, 
Central School, Grade 1 teacher; Jennifer McStowe, Central School, Grade 2 
teacher; Kelly Morse, Central School, Grade 2 teacher; Susan O’Hea, 
Gordon W. Mitchell Middle School, Grade 8 Math teacher; Marie Principe; 
East Bridgewater High School, Math teacher; Jennifer Rosher,; Central 
School, Grade 3 teacher; Matthew Sefick, East Bridgewater High School, 
English teacher; Christopher Traynor, Gordon W. Mitchell Middle School, 
Special Education teacher; and Kimberly Volner, Central Elementary, 
Grade 3 teacher. 


We will miss the talent and humor of John Trovato our Assistant 
Superintendent of Schools. John became very ill last April and recently 
passed away. His contributions to the system were numerous and his loss 
is deeply felt. 

Although I share the positive attitudes expressed by our administrators in 
their reports, I have a deep concern for the future of the schools relative to 
finances. In my three years as superintendent of schools in East 
Bridgewater, the school department has been forced to cut personnel and 
programs due to budget reductions. Over the past three years, we have 


182 


sacrificed over one million dollars in services to the students in our schools. 
Moreover, the system is facing some significant hurdles in the near future. 
In December 2004, we participated in a Coordinated Program Review by 
the Massachusetts Department of Education. A team reviewed the district’s 
compliance in the areas of special education, English learner education, 
safe and drug free schools, Title 1 and school nutrition services. In March 
2006 East Bridgewater High school will be reviewed by The New England 
Association of Schools and Colleges (NEASC) for accreditation. It will 
judge our high school against seven standards of effective schools and 
determine if it will continue to be an accredited high school. Furthermore 
our system is also in the pipeline for an audit by the Office of Educational 
Quality and Accountability. They are an independent audit and 
accountability group within the Massachusetts Department of Revenue. 
The visiting team will review curriculum and instruction, student support 
services, governance and financial management. Each of the above 
mentioned accountability groups will submit findings and the district is 
required to take corrective action, some of which are likely to have 
substantial costs. 


In closing, it is both a demanding and exciting time to be an educator. The 
movement toward educational excellence and equity has brought with it 
challenging curriculum standards, expanding testing mandates and 
requirements for highly qualified teachers and support staff. We must stay 
the course and always keep in focus the purpose of our work. The mission 
of the East Bridgewater Public Schools is to provide a comprehensive 
curriculum that prepares students to be problem solvers, critical thinkers 
and excellent communicators ready to assume their position as responsible 
and productive citizens.

Dear Dr. Strojny: 


I am pleased to submit to you this report on the delivery of special 
services to East Bridgewater students. During the 2003-04 school year, 
approximately 320 students were served through various special education 
programs. Of this number, approximately 87% were served within our own 
classrooms and programs while the remainder were tuitioned outside to 
various special programs. 


During the 2003-04 school year there was a continued focus on 
delivery of services within the regular education classroom whenever 
possible. This emphasis applied both to the special education services and 
to the remedial education services that took place through the Title I 
program. Students have access to a broader range of knowledge and feel 
better accepted socially when they remain within the regular education 
setting rather than being pulled out for special or remedial services. We 
were pleased this year to be able to continue mathematics remediation as 
well as the reading remediation that is the focus of the Title 1 program. 
Selected students in grades one through 6 received reading/language arts 
remediation and selected students in grades 3 through 6 were given help in 
_ the area of mathematics. 


At the Central School, we continued to have a fully integrated 
special services delivery model. In this model the students remain in their 
regular classrooms while receiving help from the special needs staff. This 
model has been very successful in helping students to retain their self- 
esteem while coping with learning problems. The fact that it works so well 
is a credit to the regular and special education teachers involved and to the 
many aides who help carry out the program. 


The preschool program is also an integrated program. At the 
preschool level this means that non-disabled students are recruited from 
the preschool population of the town. These children then serve as models 
and peers for the special education preschool aged children. As a result, all 
of the children learn that everyone is valued in spite of their differences. 
We are very pleased that our preschool program meets the requirements of, 
and is certified by, the prestigious National Association for the Education 
of Young Children (NAEYC). 


At the Gordon W. Mitchell Middle School, special services were 
again provided through a combination of inclusion and pull-out programs 
based on the strengths and needs of the students. It is gratifying that East 
Bridgewater was again able to serve as a host to programs from each of the 
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two educational collaboratives of which we are members. The Middle 
School 


housed a class for multiply handicapped students run by the North River 
Collaborative and a class for students with emotional or behavioral 
problems run by the Reads Collaborative. The staff of the Middle School 
was extraordinary in making each of these programs accepted and 
welcomed into the building. 


The High School continued to provide resource help to students 
with special needs through individualized instruction and academic 
support. At the high school level, almost all special education students 
receive their primary academic instruction in a regular class setting. They 
may then also receive reinforcement and clarification of what they have 
learned in the Resource Room. This year we were able to hire an additional 
special education teacher for the high school with grant funds. This 
allowed us to pilot a-more inclusive model of special education wherein 
one special education teacher went into the regular classroom and worked 
with students needing support right in their classroom. The pilot program 
showed very good results for the students who were involved and the 
program is expected to be expanded to include all special education 
teachers. The Resource Room will still be available for those students who 
require help outside of a regular class setting but this is expected to bea 
smaller number of students once the program is fully implemented. 


At all of the schools, special education instruction is supplemented 
with speech therapy, physical therapy, occupational therapy, adaptive 
physical education services or counseling where necessary. During the 
2003-2004 school year we were also fortunate to be included in a grant from 
the North River Collaborative called the Compass Grant which provided 
the East Bridgewater Public Schools with a social worker who provided 
services to certain students, parents and teachers in grades K through 4. 
This grant is expected to continue for two more years. 


For the first time in many years the East Bridgewater Public 
Schools ran its own special education summer school during three weeks in 
July of 2003. The program, entitled SAIL for Summer Assistance In 
Learning, was held at the Middle School for students in grades K through 2 
who needed extra support during the summer to prevent significant 
regression of their learned skills. The program was very well received and 
was expanded to include preschool through grade 5 students for 2004. It 
was also increased from three weeks to four weeks and opened on a first 
come first served basis to children in the Title 1 program or children at risk 
for doing poorly on the MCAS, 


In summary, the 2003-04 school year was a positive and productive 
one in the area of pupil personnel services. The staff, which included a 
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number of new faces, continues to be commendable in their energy and 
their dedication to meeting the needs of all of the students of East 
Bridgewater.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE CENTRAL SCHOOL 


Dear Dr. Strojny, 

It is with great pleasure that I submit the Annual Report for 2004 as 
Principal of the Central School. The enrollment, as of October 1, 2004, is 
listed by grade level: 


Preschool 47 Kindergarten 213 
Grade One 169 Grade Two 195 
Grade Three 221 TOTAL: 845 


The Central School mission statement “to work cooperatively with 
the home to provide a quality education for each student, including the 
development of effective communication, problem solving, and decision 
making skills, while promoting positive self-image and respect for 
ourselves and others” gives us direction. The East Bridgewater educational 
philosophy guides us in planning for over 800 children in preschool 
through grade three. “We believe...the quality of our schools should be 
measured by the degree to which they successfully provide for the 
uniqueness of the individual learner by creating learning experiences 
which accommodate the variety of learning rates, learning styles and 
personal needs of our students within a spectrum of public school 
programs.” 


Mrs. Danielle Klingaman was selected as Assistant Principal for the 2004- 
2005 school year upon my appointment as principal. Mrs. Klingaman is a 
graduate of the University of Massachusetts, with a Bachelor of Arts in 
Psychology, 1995. She attended graduate school at Bridgewater State 
College, where she earned a Master’s Degree in Educational Leadership, 
2003. This program provides the background and training for 
Principal/Assistant Principal Certification. She is certified as a Special 
Education Teacher PreK-9 and Principal/Assistant Principal K-6. Mrs. 
Klingaman has been involved in Elementary Education for the past six 
years. Prior to coming to East Bridgewater, Mrs. Klingaman worked for the 
Wrentham School District as a Special Education Inclusion teacher. Mrs. 
Klingaman scheduled and directed yearly review meetings, administered 
and interpreted various formal achievement testing measures, taught whole 
class and small group lessons, and supervised and evaluated 
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paraprofessionals. In addition to fulfilling her responsibilities as an 
inclusion teacher Mrs. Klingaman spent a year as an administrative intern 
for the Wrentham Public Schools. Some of her responsibilities included 
completing teacher evaluations, scheduling system-wide substitutes, 
organizing the CHIP (Child Identification Program) Program for the entire 
elementary system, and participating in budget planning. 


Mrs. Diane McCarthy was appointed as a Grade One Classroom Teacher 
due to a medical leave. Mrs. McCarthy is a graduate of Boston College with 
a Bachelor of Arts and degree in Elementary Education. Mrs. McCarthy has 
a Masters degree in Education and also has eight years of teaching 
experience. Miss Jennifer McStowe was appointed to a grade two position 
due to a teacher transfer. She has a Bachelor of Arts degree with a dual 
major in Elementary Education and Psychology from Saint Michael’s 
College, Vermont. Miss McStowe has worked in our Title I program 
teaching reading and math groups and has also served as a long-term 
substitute. Mrs. Kelly Morse was recommended for a grade two position 
due an educational leave. Mrs. Morse has a Bachelor of Science degree in 
Elementary Education from the Bridgewater State College. Mrs. Morse was 
a teacher at the Sage School in Foxboro, Massachusetts working with grade 
one and two students. Mrs. Jennifer Rosher joins our staff this year as a 
grade three teacher. Mrs. Rosher has a Bachelor of Arts Degree in 
Psychology and a Masters Degree in Elementary Education from the 
University of Massachusetts. She has been a second grade teacher for the 
Boston Public School System since 1999, Mrs. Rosher’s appointment was 
due to a maternity leave. Miss Kimberly Volner was recommended for a 
grade three position. Miss Volner has been a long-term substitute in grade 
three. She is a graduate of Bridgewater State College and earned a 
bachelors degree in Sociology. She earned her post baccalaureate in 
Elementary Education. Miss Volner completed her student teaching here at 
Central School. Mrs. Deborah Bastable was granted a transfer into a 
Special Needs teaching position from her grade two classroom teaching 
position. She is a graduate of Boston College with a bachelor’s degree in 
Elementary Education and a Masters degree in Special Education. Mrs. 
Bastable has taught here at Central School since 1992 and has been an 
incredible asset to both our classroom and special education programs. 
Mrs. Dianne Crowley was granted a transfer into a Preschool teaching 
position from her Special Needs teaching position. She is a graduate of 
Bridgewater State College with a bachelor’s degree in Early Childhood 
Education and a Masters degree in Special Education from the University 
of Massachusetts. The combination of Mrs. Crowley’s credentials and 
teaching experience make her an outstanding addition to our Preschool 
program. The program is accredited by the NAEYC which is national 
recognition for excellence in Early Childhood Education 


Mrs. Donna Panasuk was recommended for the School Nurse position. 
Mrs. Panasuk has an Associates Degree from Cape Cod Community 
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College in Nursing and has 20 years experience as RN at the Brockton 
Hospital. Mrs. Panasuk cares for approximately 50-70 children daily in the 
clinic. This position became available due to the requested transfer of Mrs. 
Karen Lynch to the Middle School. 


The basic foundation for each child’s educational success in grades K-3 is 
established at the Central School. This year the children at Central School 
are receiving English/Language Arts instruction through the Houghton- 
Mifflin reading program “Invitations to Literacy” and the Bradley Reading 
and Language Arts Program under the supervision of Mrs. Linda Kuehn, 
Reading Specialist. The student anthologies are thematically organized and 
the children are introduced to a wide variety of quality literature. The 
combination of both programs incorporates the latest research about the 
essential elements of effective phonics instruction and daily integration of 
reading and writing. The children receive daily math instruction under the 
supervision of Mrs. Candace Wood, Math Specialist through the Addison 
Wesley mathematics program, which includes the developmentally 
appropriate hands on approach to learning math that the children of this 
age need. This program is closely aligned to the Massachusetts 
Frameworks as well as the National Mathematics Standards. 


The Guidance Counselor, Mr. Timothy Doherty, is very much 
involved with student placement, social and emotional development and 
crisis intervention situations. He is an essential component in our 
communication among the teachers, students, and parents to assure the 
success of each child. 


Mrs. Victoria Boucher, long time Central School Librarian retired in 
December 2004. Ms. Kimberly Lavoie was hired by the Board of Library 
Trustees to fill the role as Librarian here at Central School. Mrs. Lavoie, 
along with Library Aide, Mrs. Deborah Adduci has a large annual 
circulation of books with this unique school/town library program. As well 
as having library once a week, the children receive special subject 
instruction on a weekly basis from Mrs. Katherine Douglas, Art Teacher, 
Mr. Michael McMahon, Physical Education Teacher, Mrs. Susan Layton, 
Music Teacher, and Mr. Erek Bratt, Computer Teacher. We are still 
overcrowded with two kindergartens and a preschool at the High School. 
The physical education classes are taught in the cafeteria, and the gym is 
used for two third grade classes. 


We have again seen positive community support and town 
department cooperation in many areas. Officer Janice Cunningham 
provides our children with programs on school bus evacuation, DARE, and 
Halloween safety. Officer John Grillo is the schools systems resource 
officer. They present a positive image of the Police Department to the 
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children. Mrs. Eileen Sears is our Parent Volunteer Coordinator who 
organizes special events and parental involvement in our school. Mrs. 
Sears and Mrs. Jill Milton serve as our Room Parent Coordinators under the 
direction of the Central School PTO. The Central School PTO has been in 
existence for the past 2 /2 years. The PTO has been responsible for hosting 
many events that bring families into the school. The PTO works under the 
direction of the executive board members, Mrs. Nancy Smith, Mrs. Karen 
Leavitt, and Mrs. Nancy Curry. The Central School Council has been very 
active this year with Mrs. Jill Milton, Co-Chair. The Council develops our 
annual School Improvement Plan and was instrumental in developing a 
school policy for the effective management of students with life 
threatening allergies. The council members are Mrs. Catherine Byrne, Mrs. 
Christine Curry, Mrs. Candace Wood, Mrs. Eileen Sears, Mrs. Nancy Smith, 
Mrs. Jennifer Dallaire, and Mr. John Haines. 


This is a very large school which is cleaned and maintained by the 
Head Custodian, Mr. Larry Witnauer, and his two assistants, Mr. Donald 
Alger and Mr. James Robak. They have a great deal of pride in the 
building, which is obvious from the appearance of the school. In the 
cafeteria, Mrs. Joanne Kahaiyan, is our new manager due to the retirement 
of Mrs. Jeanette O’Day, Mrs. Kahaiyan and her staff, Mrs. Christine Frost, 
Mrs. Beata Boucher, and Mrs. Alice Fortier prepare several hundred meals 
daily. The very competent school secretaries, Mrs. McStowe, Mrs. Asci and 
Mrs. Morey are always extremely helpful and friendly to the staff, parents, 
and students. The school runs efficiently and effectively due to their 
knowledge and dedication behind the scenes. 


I would like to express my sincere appreciation for the dedication 
and commitment of the new Assistant Principal, Mrs. Danielle Klingaman.

Curriculum Goals: Our curriculum goal for all subject areas in grades 4-8 is 
to provide a consistent, standards-based curriculum that enables all 
students to master the learning standards outlined in the Massachusetts 
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Curriculum Frameworks and to achieve their full potential as lifelong 
learners. During the 2004-05 school year, the curriculum focus areas 
include: 


The completion of written curriculum guides for Grades 4-6 Science 
and Grades 4-8 Special Areas (Art, Physical Education, Computers, 
Technology Education, Music, and Health). All curriculum guides, 
which teachers use to plan for instruction, include the following 
components: state learning standards, specific grade level learning 


outcomes (benchmarks), suggested instructional strategies and 
assessments, and teaching resources. 

Develop recommendations for the Social Studies curriculum changes that 
will be necessary in order to realign with the Massachusetts Curriculum 
Framework for History & Social Science, which was revised in August 2003. 
Based on our analysis of the revised state curriculum standards in relation 
to our current Social Studies curriculum, it has been determined that 
realignment will require minor curriculum changes in Grades 4, 5, 6 and 8. 
However, a major change in our Grade 7 Social Studies curriculum, from U. 
S. History to World Geography, will be necessary in order to address the 
new standards. We anticipate that this change will be implemented in 
September 2005. 


Professional Development Goals: Our building-wide professional 
development goal is to provide professional development for staff that 
supports continuous improvement in the quality of instruction and 
achievement of standards. Each year, teachers, support staff, and 
administrators participate in the process of lifelong learning through 
professional development focused on improving student learning. The 
Middle School Professional Development Committee develops an annual 
professional development plan that includes in-service focus areas and 
specific plans for in-service activities that are designed to support the 
identified focus areas. In addition to in-service programs, professional 
development is also supported through conference and workshop 
attendance, onsite courses, mini-courses, study groups, technology training, 
and curriculum development projects. The professional development focus 
areas for the 2004-2005 school year are outlined below: 


Grades 4-8 Math Improve Standards-Based Mathematics Instruction 
through Writing and Other Strategies 

Grades 7-8 Improve Standards-Based Instruction in ELA, Science & 
Social Studies through the Integration of Technology and Other Strategies 
Special Areas Improve Standards-Based Instruction through Curriculum 
Development and Other Strategies 

All Grades Share Grade Level Expectations and Best Practices 
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Professional Development Highlights: During the September in-service, 
all math and special needs teachers in grades 4-8 participated in a Writing 
in Mathematics workshop conducted by consultant, Andrew Rothstein. 
The workshop focused on specific techniques that support math concept 
development through writing. Teachers were actively engaged in learning 
strategies for reinforcing math vocabulary that could be immediately 
implemented in classrooms at all grade levels. A very useful problem- 
solving template was introduced to teachers, which can be used to guide 
students, step-by-step, through the problem solving process. Completion 
of the template also involves students in providing a written explanation of 
the process they used to solve the problem, which is a skill that students 
need to develop in order to be successful on MCAS. Consistent use of tools 
such as these in all math classes, building-wide, will have a positive effect 
on student learning. 


During the three full Professional Development Days scheduled for 2004- 
05, fifty-two staff, including all math and special needs teachers in grades 
3-8, curriculum specialists, and administrators, are participating in a three 
part series conducted by Professor Mahesh Sharma from Cambridge 
College, entitled “Improving Mathematics Instruction”. Mr. Sharma is 
Professor of Mathematics and President of Cambridge College and is 
internationally recognized for his expertise in the field of mathematics 
education. Professor Sharma provides teachers with a solid framework for 
understanding the three components of all math ideas: linguistic 
(language), conceptual, and procedural. By modeling how to develop a 
single math concept across several grade levels, he effectively demonstrates 
how to develop the linguistic, conceptual, and procedural understandings 
that students need in order to master a particular concept. His instructional 
approach, which he models with teachers, involves developing conceptual 
understanding through six levels of knowing: intuitive, concrete, pictorial, 
abstract, applications, and communication. Teachers have the option of 
earning graduate credit for this course by attending an optional Saturday 
session. 


Grade 7-8 ELA, Science & Social Studies teachers are participating in a 
series of hands-on workshops in the Technology Integration Lab conducted 
by Mrs. Maureen Tucker, Instructional Technology Specialist. The 
workshop series is entitled, “Using Technology for Research and 
Presentation.” Mrs. Tucker instructs teachers in a six step model for 
designing and conducting inquiry-based student research; teaches them 
how to use specific technology tools, e.g. Inspiration, TimeLiner, and 
PowerPoint; and shares examples of model research projects involving 
technology. During the course of the three sessions, teachers will design 
technology-based research and presentation projects that they will 
implement in their classrooms. 
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Grade 5 & 6 Growth and Development Curriculum Changes: In 2004, a 
reevaluation of the Grade 5 & 6 Growth and Development Curriculum 
resulted in a series of changes that will better meet the developmental 
needs of our students. The changes as outlined below were the result of 
input from the Health teacher, guidance counselors, curriculum specialist, 
5th and 6' grade classroom teachers, and building administrators. The 
separate Grade 5 Growth & Development sessions for girls and boys was 
eliminated entirely during the 2003-04 school year. Through the regular 
Grade 5 Health curriculum, students continue to learn about the general 
physical changes that both genders experience in adolescence with an 
emphasis on hygiene. It is reinforced with students that individuals 
experience physical changes “in their own time,” and that students should 
feel free to approach the Health teacher or guidance counselors with 
individual problems or concerns. 


Beginning in the 2004-05 school year, the curriculum that was previously 
taught in Grade 5 was moved to Grade 6. The new Growth & Development 
curriculum for 6'* grade students provides girls and boys with information 
about the changes experienced by their own gender during puberty. 
Special sessions are scheduled in the fall for Grade 6 girls and in the spring 
for Grade 6 boys. The Growth & Development sessions are scheduled 
during directed study at the end of the day and are conducted in the Health 
classroom. Approximately 50 sixth grade parents attended the Parent 
Orientation to the Growth & Development Curriculum, which was held in 
the Media Center in October. Parents received an overview of the 
curriculum and previewed a video that is used for instruction. As stated in 
our Parent/Student Handbook, a parent or guardian may exempt their child 
from any portion of the curriculum that primarily involves human sexuality 
issues, without penalty to the student, by sending a letter to the school 
principal requesting an exemption. 


2005 National Geography Bee: Following a series of classroom rounds 
conducted in seventh and eighth grade classrooms in December, eight 
finalists were selected to compete in the 2005 National Geography Bee 
School Finals. The 2005 Bee is sponsored annually by National Geographic 
Society. The eight finalists were: Hannah Blauner, Allison Quaglia, 
Michelle LeCorn, and Lenna Dwyer (Grade 7); Melissa Gallant, Corban 
Roache, Mitchell Fleischman, and David Goss (Grade 8). Mrs. Judith 
Sabin, Grade 8 Guidance Counselor, served as Moderator. Mrs. Robin 
Billing, Curriculum Specialist, and Mr. John O’Brien, Grade 6-7 Guidance 
Counselor, served as judges. Parents and family members of the eight 
finalists were invited to attend the competition, along with seventh and 
eighth grade classmates. The First Runner Up of the School Finals was 
eighth grader, Melissa Gallant. The School Winner was seventh grade 
student, Allison Quaglia. 


Middle School Parents & Teachers for the Arts Programs: During the 2004- 
05 school year, students and teachers in grades 4-8 are enjoying a series of 
curriculum enrichment programs sponsored by the Middle School Parents 
& Teachers for the Arts. Middle School Curriculum Specialist, Mrs. Robin 
Billing, is chairperson of the organization. She collaborates with teachers 
in order to select programs that provide students with exposure to a variety 
of unique art forms, as well as enhance the curriculum. Middle School 
students also learn important skills in appropriate audience behavior by 
attending the assemblies. This year’s programs include:

Instructional Technology: We were pleased to have received a 
Massachusetts Department of Education Technology Enhancement 
Competitive Partnership Grant for a second year. As in year one, we have 
partnered with the Plymouth Schools in sharing a $100,000 grant award. 
Teacher teams from the Central School, the Middle School, and the 
Plymouth schools are participating in professional development 
technology integration activities. Mr. Len Euart, Instructional Technology 
Specialist from Plymouth, and Mrs. Maureen Tucker, Middle School 
Instructional Technology Specialist, are coordinating the grant activities 
and training sessions. They are being assisted by a number of teachers 
from both districts who were trained as technology teacher-leaders. The 
goal of the grant project is to provide training and support for the 
integration of technology in the curriculum in order to improve student 
learning in all subject areas. However this year, a particular emphasis is 
being placed on mathematics. The teacher institute that staff members 
attended in the fall modeled best practices in technology enhanced math 
instruction. In addition, Cambridge based TERC is conducting a series of 
five seminars to provide professional development focused on the use of 
online applets, simulations, spreadsheets, and dynamic geometry software. 
All participating teachers are developing two units of instruction for 
implementation in their classrooms. In the first year of the grant a total of 
forty teachers from the two districts were trained. This year, another forty 
teachers from Plymouth and East Bridgewater are participating in the high- 
quality, professional development activities. Grant funding is being used 
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for professional development, consultants, stipends, project evaluation, 
and computer equipment. This year’s grant award allowed us | 
to purchase ten new computers and printers for our grade seven and eight 

classrooms. Special thanks and recognition is extended to Mrs. Tucker and 
to Mr. John Trovato, Assistant Superintendent, for their significant efforts 
in obtaining this grant award for our district. } 


Our students are developing technology competencies through their 
participation in Computer Special Areas where a curriculum is in place 
with a scope and sequence that will enable students to achieve proficiency 
with the D. O. E.’s recommended technology standards. In addition, 
students develop and apply technology skills as they engage in standards- 
based curriculum lessons that incorporate technology for instruction in the 
instructional technology lab. Teachers and students at all grade levels and © 
for all subjects utilize the lab with support and direction provided by the : 
instructional technology specialist. This year, we have emphasized the use ; 
of technology for mathematics instruction in order to provide varied and 
multi-sensory learning experiences for our students. Various Mathematics ; 
technology tools, which aligned with Curriculum Framework Standards, _ 
are included in our Mathematics Curriculum Guides. 


School Council: The Middle School Council continues to be a catalyst for 
our school improvement efforts. The council continues to serve in an 
advisory role to the school administration by identifying student needs, 
establishing school-wide goals, and reviewing and making 
recommendations regarding the annual budget. The current council 
membership includes:

The council also continues to play a significant role in the development of 
our School Improvement Plan, which includes the following major areas of © 
emphasis: Student and Staff Support, Communication, Curriculum & 
Instruction, School Climate, and Student Activities. The Middle School 
Council is comprised of a committed group of individuals who care deeply 
about making our school the best that it can be. Their efforts are valued 

and much appreciated. 
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The Johns Hopkins University Center for Talented Youth Grade 7 Talent 
Search: This program is geared to identify highly capable seventh graders 
through participation in the Scholastic Aptitude Testing Program (The SAT 
program is normally administered to older, college bound high school 
students). The Talent Search Program is open to students who have scored 
in the 97th, 98th, or 99th percentile in mathematical and/or verbal reasoning 
on recent nationally standardized achievement tests such as the Terra Nova. 
Participants receive a reading list, a guide to academic programs in their 
state, an annual newsletter, and the opportunity to attend one-day 
workshops on such subjects as career opportunities and college search. 
This year, thirty East Bridgewater students have been identified as meeting 
the qualification standards. Student involvement in this talent search often 
provides youngsters with greater confidence and motivation to continue to 
excel in their academic work. 


Project Contemporary Competitiveness: Project Contemporary 
Competitiveness, (PCC), is a six-week summer residential program at 
Bridgewater State College for academically talented 8' and 9 grade 
students. This program will be held in late June through early August. 
PCC is open to highly capable students from East Bridgewater and other 
communities who enjoy challenging work and may have an area of special 
interest. PCC offers a number of challenging courses and activities 
including psychology, sculpture, painting, technology, marine biology, 
photography, robotics, and music. In addition to their classes, youngsters 
participate in recreational programs, study time, and social activities. As 
usual, the application process was quite competitive. The process begins in 
December with applications and information booklets available from Mrs. 
Judith Sabin, Guidance Counselor for Grade 8. Selection for the program is 
based on overall academic performance, recommendations, and the 
submission of a student essay. This is an excellent opportunity for 
youngsters and I am pleased that we can continue to offer this program to 
our students. 


Massachusetts Comprehensive Assessment System (MCAS): The following 
MCAS tests were administered at the Middle School in the spring of 2004: 


Grade 4 English Language Arts and Mathematics 

Grade 5 Science & Technology/Engineering 

Grade 6 Mathematics 

Grade 7 English Language Arts 

Grade 8 Mathematics and Science & Technology/Engineering 


Overall, our students continue to perform at or above the State average on 
the MCAS tests. However, our special education subgroup scores did not 
meet the No Child Left Behind (NCLB) Adequate Yearly Progress (AYP) 
standards. 
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To that end, the Middle School Math Committee developed a AYP plan 
that would address this particular need and improve Math achievement 
school-wide. The components of our plan include: 

More extensive use of cumulative review strategies 

The development of Math notebooks, which includes greater focus on 
vocabulary and writing in the area of Mathematics 

Integrating technology into the Mathematics curriculum 

Utilization of an individualized computerized software program that 
provides youngsters with immediate feedback regarding their problem 
solving applications 

Greater emphasis on incorporating MCAS released questions into regular 
classroom practice . 

Small group tutoring sessions for youngsters who need additional 
assistance and support 


Teachers are working hard to improve student performance in 
Mathematics. I am confident that our collective and targeted efforts with 
our AYP Plan will help all of our youngsters meet the high standards that 
have been established by the NCLB Act. 


Grade 6 Terra Nova Testing: We continue to use the Terra Nova Testing 
Program to help us assess our educational programs and instructional 
approach with the goal of improving our work with students. The results 
are used as part of our assessment structure along with class participation, 
classwork, homework, projects, and curriculum-based assessments. As in | 
recent years, our 2003-2004 results indicate that our students scored well 
above the national average (top 25% of all schools across the country that 
administered the Terra Nova Test). Individual grade 6 student results from 
the 2003-2004 testing program were mailed to all parents. 


Parent Volunteers: Our cadre of parent volunteers remains quite strong. 
Parents continue to assist and support our school in a variety of meaningful 
ways by assisting in our school store, chaperoning field trips, assisting our 
school nurse with State mandated health screenings, collating and 
preparing our parent newsletters for mailing, and assisting with a number 
of other important tasks. Mrs. Ellen Guerriero, our parent volunteer 
coordinator, continues to do an excellent job for us. The East Bridgewater 
Partners in Education (EBPIE) and our music parents also continue to 
expend countless hours through fundraising and related activities that 
enhance our school programs. This year, a number of parents have also 
provided much needed support to help fill the void that was created via the 
budget reduction of one of our clerical aide positions. The support and 
assistance that our school receives from the members of our parent 
community is exceptional. Their work is also a model for our students, as 
they continue to demonstrate the importance and the value of serving 
others. 
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Community Service Highlights: Middle school students have participated in 
a number of community service projects this past year. Community Service 
supports our core values of lifelong learning, responsibility, self-esteem, 
and respect. 


Fifth grade students held a bake sale in January to benefit the survivors of 
the December 26" tsunami tragedy. Students researched charitable 
organizations in order to determine which one gave the largest percentage 
to the tsunami survivors. $774.00 was collected and sent to Save the 
Children’s Fund through UNICEF. The fifth grade teachers coordinated 
this bake sale for our students. Grade 4 and 6 students also raised $180 by 
collecting cans and bottles to benefit the tsunami survivors, which was 
forwarded to the American Red Cross. 


During the month of December, Officer Janice Cunningham coordinated a 
DARE to SHARE canned good/non-perishable food drive at the Middle 
School. Over 3,000 items were donated to the East Bridgewater Food 
Pantry. The homeroom that collected the most non-perishable items was 
Mrs. McPartland’s 5t* grade class. Although that class was awarded a pizza 
party for their efforts, the students voted instead to use the money ($100.00) 
to benefit the tsunami survivors. 


This past February, fourth grade students made very special valentines for 
veterans who are disabled or ill and residing in local VA hospitals. The 
program enables veterans (many without families) in VA hospitals across 
America to receive Valentine’s Day cards. Our fourth grade students 
created over 190 cards. 


Sixth grade students participated in a community service project called The 
Children’s Holiday Kitchen sponsored by Project Bread. The mission of 
the Project Bread organization is to end hunger across the state by helping 
families in need. Students, teachers, and families gathered materials that 
were used to decorate wooden spoons. Funding for the spoons came from 
the Reach Out community service grant. As a result of the team effort, 
students and their teachers raised over $375. Jordan’s Furniture matched 
the amount, resulting in a total contribution of more that $750 to help needy 
families in Massachusetts. 


Our Student Council has been active in a number of community service 
projects. In November the Student Council joined with students from the 
8th grade Crimson Team and Mrs. Branco, their teacher, to work with the 
FABulous Kids Program. Students collected donations to put together gift 
packages and dream boxes filled with toys, books, school supplies, hats, 
gloves, etc. for children in local community shelters. As a result of the 
generosity of our Middle School students over $1000 in gift donations were 
collected. Our Student Council has also donated proceeds from 7" and 8'* 
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grade student dances to local organizations. These include $950 to the East 
Bridgewater Visiting Nurses Association as well as holiday plants and fruit 
baskets to Senior Citizens at Christmas time. A Crazy Hat Day also raised 
over $300 for the Save the Children Foundation Tsunami Relief Fund. 


Through these meaningful projects, students are given opportunities to 
demonstrate their empathy and generosity and increase their awareness of 
the needs of other people in their local and world communities. 


Middle School PTO -(Middle School Parent Connection): The Middle 
School Parent Connection continues to make a significant contribution to 
our school. Thanks to Mrs. Michelle Madden and Mrs, Lisa Forbes, the 
Parent Connection continues to publish a weekly parent newsletter, which — 
is being distributed to all students each Friday. The newsletter is designed — 
to provide parents with a snapshot of our weekly events, community news, 
and a listing of our daily menu for the week ahead. A number of parents 
have expressed their appreciation for the weekly newsletters that are being 
produced by our PTO. This past January, our PTO sponsored a special 
family night that featured percussionist Tony Vacca. A composer, 
musician, and educator, Mr. Vacca has performed with a number of well- 
known musicians throughout the world. Mr. Vacca also provided a 
wonderful series of workshops for our music students during his time with 
us. The Parent Connection is also fostering a sense of school spirit and 
pride through the sale of various school clothing items (sweat shirts, t- 
shirts, jackets, etc.) Our PTO officers include Mrs. Laura Kirshkaln, 
President, Mrs. Michelle Madden, Vice President, Mrs. Eileen Sears, 
Treasurer, and Mrs. Lyn Lynch, Secretary. Members Mrs. Lisa Forbes and 
Mrs. Cathy Wagman also make significant contributions to this 
organization. The involvement and support of our PTO is much 
appreciated. 


Academic Challenge Experience (ACE) Program: Our summer and after- 
school ACE Programs continue to provide youngsters with additional 
academic support with the goal of increasing student skill levels, 
confidence, and motivation. Classes incorporate problem-solving 
strategies, vocabulary, and reading comprehension into their work with 
students. Each grade level also spends time in the computer lab using the 
CCC program. This computer program is leveled for each student based on 
his or her individualized needs. Using this program allows each student to 
work independently at his/her own pace on a variety of reading & math 
concepts and problems specifically targeted as areas that need to be 
reinforced. This program has been successful due to the dedication of the 
teaching staff. Every teacher works hard to make this program fun for the 
students while instilling a sense of self-confidence and boosting self- 
esteem. Students work hard during our ACE program because they can see 
the daily dedication that their teachers have in making this program 
enriching for them. Recognition is due to our program coordinators Mr. 
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Nodelman (summer program) and Mrs. Lounsbury (school year program), 
_ and the members of our teaching staff for their excellent work. Thanks to 
them, the students who have participated in the programs will be better 
prepared and bring with them greater confidence and motivation to their 
new grade level. 


School Website: Our school website continues to provide helpful 
information about our school programs to students, parents, and other 
community members. This year, the weekly newsletter that is being 
produced by our PTO (The Middle School Parent Connection), is also 
included on the website. In addition, interested townspeople can read the 
monthly principal's reports and school council minutes. The website has 
become a vital part of our instructional technology program due to the fact 
that it serves as a portal to websites reviewed and selected by our teachers 
for curriculum lessons. Special recognition is due to Mrs. Tucker who 
continues to serve as our school’s web master. The middle school website 
can be accessed through the East Bridgewater Public Schools home page at:

Special School Programs: We continue to offer a number of special school 
programs for our middle school students. Our After School Program, under 
the direction of Dwaine Chilcot, includes a number of recreational, 
cultural, and academic-related activities. Our Mock Trial, Quest--Skills for 
Adolescence, Nature’s Classroom, Drug Abuse Resistance Education 
(DARE), Student Council, and the History Alliance, which is offered in 
conjunction with EBHS, are also programs that fully support our school’s 
mission statement. These special school programs serve to extend the 
valuable learning experiences that our youngsters are receiving in their 
classrooms each day and are part of a comprehensive educational 
experience. 


Library Media Center: The center continues to meet the diverse needs of the 
school community by operating on a combination of fixed and flexible 
scheduling. Students in the upper elementary grades visit the library on a 
regularly scheduled basis and students in grades 7 & 8 have access during 
Study Hall period daily. The Library Media Center staff and materials are 
also available by teacher request for subject research and library skills 
instruction. 


Members of the school community continue to make use of the numerous 
benefits of SAILS membership. Students and faculty can access the online 
library catalog iBistro from school or at home, personally manage their 
individual library accounts, as well as review, renew, and place holds on 
materials. Another benefit of SAILS membership is the interlibrary loan 
service, which includes reciprocal borrowing privileges with other school, 
public, and academic libraries in our network. This includes delivery of 
materials twice a week. Students make extensive use of the periodical 
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databases available through SAILS, with an additional benefit being the 
ability to access these databases from a home computer. A fairly recent 


addition is the Virtual Catalog, extending the range of accessibility to 
include other networks across the state. A number of faculty members 
made use of this service this year, especially to locate unique audio-visual 
materials. 


Highlights of the year include two successful book fairs with a combined 
sales total of over $10,000. In addition to bringing books to students and 
their parents to purchase during parent-teacher conference weeks, this 
fundraiser provides Scholastic books for the library and classrooms, as well 
as supplements the annual school library book budget. 


The library staff continues to provide library services for six hours daily, 
with the school librarian’s main responsibilities being to conduct 
individual and group instruction, teach effective use of resources, 
collaborate with teachers to design effective assignments, provide reader’s 
advisory and reference service, manage the library collection, and evaluate 
and select all library materials. The School Library Associate, Connie Love, 
along with numerous other tasks, continues to manage all aspects of 
circulation and cataloging. Over one hundred new items are cataloged each 
month, on average. With the reduction in the library aide’s hours again this 
year, the dedicated group of parent volunteers have become even more 
invaluable as they complete much of the book re-shelving, as well as attend 
to other necessary tasks. 


The Library Media Center continues to be a popular place to hold meetings, 
with a number of school, civic, and professional groups utilizing the space 
throughout the day, after school, and in the evenings and on weekends. A 
number of classes used the library to display their projects for all members 
of the school community to enjoy. 


This year’s professional development activities included SIRSI for School 
Librarians, a day-long workshop at SAILS, as well as two offerings at 
SEMLS: Young Adult Reader’s Advisory training, and a three-part series on 
Collection Development. 


The main goal for the upcoming school year is to continue to provide the 
highest-quality school library service possible within the constraints of the 
possible reduction in School Library Associate hours and the probable 
reduction of the school library book budget. Other goals include 
increasing the functionality of the computer equipment, continue to update 
the library collection, and to improve the design of the school library 
website. It is hoped that at some point in the future, the budget will allow 
for a SIRSI cataloging workstation, an Internet connection in the library 
office, and an additional PAC workstation for students to access the online 
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card catalog. I extend my thanks to Mrs. Repeta and Mrs. Love for all of 
their special efforts with our Library Media Center.

REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 2004 
Dear Dr. Strojny, 


I am pleased to submit my first annual report for the year 2004 as Principal 
of East Bridgewater High School. 


There were several significant additions and transfers to our staff and 
faculty. Upon the resignation of Principal George Kelly, Mr. Anthony L. 
Sarno, Jr. came on board in July 2004 as principal after serving as teacher, 
principal and superintendent of Stoughton Public Schools. Mr. John 
Fantucchio replaced Mr. Stuart Britton, who resigned to take another 
position and Mrs. Donna Eichorn was hired for the chorus position vacated 
by Mr. Fantucchio. Other faculty hires this year were Mr. Matthew Sefick, 
English, who replaced Mr. Darren Burkett. Mr. Burkett transferred to 
replace Mrs. Virginia O’Kelly, student support specialist, who retired in 
June 2004. Mrs. Marie Principe, math, replaced the retiring Mr. Richard 
Meir. Mrs. Elizabeth Herbert, social studies, replaced retiring Mr. Nicholas 
Paone. Ms. Anne Doherty moved from the Middle School to replace the 
retiring Mrs. Patricia Urban who served East Bridgewater High School for 
16 years. In addition, we had some new teacher assistant hires in the 
special education department, Mr. Ryan Tressel, Ms. Mary Smith, Ms. 
Anne Marie Paulson and Ms. Donna Moniz. Librarian Anne Johnson along 
with aide Merrilee Phinney resigned this year. We welcome the well- 
qualified Mrs. Kristen Bergeron as high school librarian. She has 
continued to provide high level and quality of services to our students and 
faculty despite budget cuts resulting in a decrease in the hours of 
operation. Mrs. Jane Walsh, main office secretary, replaced Mrs. Mary 
Scarbrough as the principal’s secretary and Mrs. Shelly Booth, student 
support teacher assistant, replaced Mrs. Walsh as one of the main office 
secretaries. Mrs. Joanne Benner was hired to replace Mrs. Booth.

“The social studies department continued to sponsor a series of historical 
movies throughout the course of the school year. The movies were shown 
after school or in the early evening and chaperoned by the social studies 
department. The movies offer enrichment, and if the student chooses to 
write a review of the movie or complete a comparable assignment it will be 
an extra credit opportunity. The following movies were shown: 


The Patriot, Braveheart, The Lion in Winter, the PBS series on Leonardo 
DaVinci and the Renaissance, The Master and Commander-Far Side of the 
World, and Bowling for Columbine. 


Jessica Gormley was notified of her selection of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution Good Citizen Award from East Bridgewater High 
School. She received a certificate, pin, and papers to show the significance 
of the DAR Good Citizen Award at a meeting of the group in March. 


The guidance department received notification of the establishment of The 
Paul Loughlin Memorial Scholarship by the Friends of Abington/East 
Bridgewater Hockey in recognition of the devoted service by the late Paul 
Loughlin to the high school hockey program. The initial scholarship was 
awarded at the May 2004 awards ceremony. 


The social studies department has established a citizenship requirement. 
The citizenship requirement has a two-fold objective. First, it serves as a 
measure as to whether or not our students are meeting the government and 
citizenship knowledge expectations established in the Massachusetts state 
frameworks. Secondly, it provides evidence of student mastery of 
knowledge of citizenship as defined by the school’s mission statement. 
These tests also prove a competency level of citizenship knowledge as 
measured by the United States Immigration and Naturalization 
Department.

Project Contemporary Competitiveness is one of the most successful 
collaborative programs of its type. P.C.C. allows students finishing grades 
8 and 9 to attend a summer enrichment program at Bridgewater State 
College. This program has been our system’s opportunity for our most 
talented and motivated students. A limited number of students may attend 
from each community in the collaborative and the selection process is a 
very difficult one for the selection committee. The number of deserving 
students who express their reasons for requesting admission is most 
impressive. This year, with 62 “slots” and 12 alternate positions there were 
73 applicants between grades 8 and 9. Forty grade 8 students and thirty- 
three grade 9 students applied. All students who applied were either 
selected or considered worthy of the alternate list. 


The Armed Service Vocational Aptitude Battery was administered on 
Tuesday, February 3'4 in the high school library to twenty-five students. 
The ASVAB is a multi-aptitude battery test. It consists of ten short 
individual tests covering word knowledge, paragraph comprehension, 
arithmetic reasoning, mathematics knowledge, general science, auto and 
shop information, mechanical comprehension, electronics information, 
numerical operations, and coding speed. Students receive scores on each 
individual test as well as composite scores, which are combined to yield 
three academic scores: verbal, math, and academic ability. The ASVAB isa 
good mirror of how well students have developed academic and 
occupational abilities at school, at home, and in the community. The scores 
can qualify students for certain jobs and training in the Armed Forces. The 
results may also help with college-bound students’ decisions of which 
college to attend or what field to study. The ASVAB test coordinator 
returned to East Bridgewater High School when the test results were 
completed and assisted the students with understanding and utilizing the 
results for career exploration. 


Meghan Coyne was the East Bridgewater High School nominee for the 
National Council of Teachers of English Achievement Awards in Writing 
Contest. Meghan worked on a writing project and she will complete a two- 
hour impromptu composition. Meghan worked under the direction of 
Honors English Teacher Mr. Michael Dunphy. 


A new opportunity will soon be available to students at East Bridgewater 
High School. The GOALS (Get Occupational and Life Skills) program will 
offer a series of seven workshops providing important work and life skills 
training to participants. This GOALS program provides skills training that 
will help students in transitioning from high school to a higher education 
program and/or into the workplace. The program can also be a supplement 
to other MCAS remediation provided by other area resources to help 
students pass the MCAS. The program is provided through a partnership 
between the Brockton Area Workforce Investment Board, local school 
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districts and Massachusetts Job Training — Brockton office, a division of 
Training Resources of America, Inc. Funding was made available through a 
state Connecting Activities Grant. 


Congratulations are in order for Mr. Patrick Cronin, English Department 
Chair, who was chosen as a finalist in the prestigious Cambridge Poetry 
Society’s annual competition. 


We extend our sincere congratulations on behalf of the entire East 
Bridgewater High School community to Mr. George McCabe, Social 
Studies Department Chair, on being selected as a member of the Track and 
Field Hall of Fame by the Massachusetts State Track and Field Coaches 
Association. This type of recognition is a remarkable achievement enjoyed 
by very few. His overall record is:

More importantly are the thousands of student athletes whose lives have 
been enriched as a result of Mr. McCabe’s coaching. This award is a 
reflection of Mr. McCabe’s values, encouraging participation, demanding 
dedication and modeling determination. 


The social studies department sponsored East Bridgewater High School’s 
involvement with the Annual State Student Government Day. Student 
Government Day, which is a state-mandated program, encourages students 
to learn about the structure of state government, become active citizens and 
develop an understanding of the rights and responsibilities that we share 
in a democracy. On Wednesday, November 12", we held a school-wide 
election and the winner of the election was Craig Gambino; the alternate 
candidate was Timothy Hayes. Both students attended a one-day Student 
Government Day event at the Massachusetts State House on April 24, 
They were given a tour of the State House and met several Representatives. 


Through a collaboration of Massasoit Community College, Metro South 
School-to-Career Partnership, and StepUp the fifth annual teacher 
externship program was held. The East Bridgewater team this year 
included Mr. Spencer Bernstein and Mr. David Harper. Some goals of this 
program were for representative teachers to gain first-hand knowledge of 
workforce needs from local employers, learn about available careers for 
students, and to develop MCAS aligned lesson plans that enhance student 
mathematics, science, engineering technology and computer skills needed 
for the workplace. Our school goal for this externship is to write an 
introductory lesson plan for using the new capital funded CNC Bridgemill 
machine located in the metals lab. This machine is controlled by Bobcad 
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software using AutoCad through the school’s computer network. Mr. 
Condon’s AutoCad students and Mr. Harper’s metal students will design 
parts using CNC (Bobcad) machine parts on the Bridgemill. 


In order to ensure a smooth and successful transition from grade eight to 
grade nine East Bridgewater High School held a welcome evening program 
for eighth grade students and their families on the evening of March 10*, 
Opening remarks were delivered by Principal Kelly and an overview of the 
scheduling process was presented by guidance counselors, Mr. Vernon 
Post, Mrs. Carolyn Barnes, and Mrs. Sharyn McCaughey. Department 
chairs, Mr. Patrick Cronin, Mr. George McCabe, Mrs. Margarita Crowell, 
Mr. Jamil Siddiqui, and Assistant Principal Mr. Winston Fairfield 
answered questions on course offerings and electives. An open forum 
discussion followed where students and their families were able to speak 
to all presenters in order to address any concerns. Closing remarks were 
given by Mr. Fairfield. 


The East Bridgewater High School Future Nurses Health Careers Club 
organized the “Pennies for Patients” program to benefit the Leukemia and 
Lymphoma Society. Club members collected “spare change” from high 
school students. Contributions to this organization help to eliminate the 
number one disease killer of children. 


On March 15** eight Entrepreneurship Tech Prep students attended a 
Business Plan Training Day at Southeastern Regional Vocational Technical 
High School sponsored by StepUp (Southeast Tech Prep). The day 
consisted of a series of professional development training opportunities 
and activities designed to provide student entrepreneurs the opportunity to 
receive practical experience in business plan development and 
presentation. Elyse Benner, Stephanie Bibby, Elizabeth Caddell, Michelle 
Foley, Christine McFarland, Lori Rich, Kenneth Tolbert and Christopher 
Vitello attended with their advisor Jo-Ann O’Brien.

High school students Peter Smith, 
Garrett Breheny, Liz Waldron, Ben Hayes, April Duquette, Natalie Hill, 
Julie Brooks, Leah Fluke, Dean Wile, and Devyn DeDominici assisted with 
tours and helped with any questions incoming students and their parents 
had. 
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Head Custodian Mr. Douglas Ortenzi and his staff, which includes 
Mr. David Coutts, Mr. Juan Botta, Mr. David Rondeau, Mr. Paul 
Manganiello, and Mr. Edward Sweeney, as well as Mr. John Robak of the 
maintenance department are to be commended for the extraordinary job 
they did in preparing the inside of the building for opening and for all of 
the extra work they did with the plantings and outdoor work on the 
building grounds. 


The opening day of school went extremely well and we are enforcing all 
handbook rules approved by the East Bridgewater School Committee with 
stress on school dress, mutual respect, and attendance. 


This year some of our grade 11 and 12 students will take a revamped 
environmental science course. This course has a brand new Kendall/Hunt 
textbook titled Global Science. Mr. Abate spent many hours this summer 
with the new text rewriting and updating the curriculum for this course to 
provide a variety of topics and hands-on activities. Environmental science 
encompasses a wide variety of important global issues. Renewable and 
nonrenewable resources, a sustainable planet, resource management, global 
warming and population growth are a few of the timely issues that will be 
examined during this semester course. 


This past summer Mr. Spencer Bernstein of the science department 
completed a one-week workshop at Beverly High School called 
“Engineering the Future: Designing the World of the 21*t Century.” Nine 
different school systems were represented by eleven participants. This 
hands-on engineering course was presented by the Boston Museum of 
Science and was sponsored through a grant supported by the United States 
Small Business Administration, Massachusetts Technology Collaborative, 
and Cisco Systems, Inc. This grant will provide all lab materials for the 
classroom work including the pilot text manual and technical support. 
Course developers are even providing grading rubrics for the course. Once 
or twice a week through the whole school year Joel Rosenberg, a Tufts 
University mechanical engineering graduate will be observing the progress 
of the program. 


The pilot program for a hands-on engineering high school course is geared 
to all ability levels in grades 9 through 12. The course is designed to 
incorporate and reflect the Massachusetts Frameworks in 
Technology/Engineering and will be revised through actual classroom 
practices. The pilot program will be the core curriculum of our two sections 
of Introduction to Engineering Technology classes. Some of the units in 
this pilot program will include Hydraulics and Pneumatics, Energy and 
Thermodynamics, Mechanics, and Electricity. This is a wonderful 
opportunity for our students to experience engineering design, practice, 
and revision. 
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Mr. Jeffrey Melzack of the art department was invited to participate in the 
New York Viridian Artists Ridge Street Gallery art show. This was a forum 
show focusing on exceptional issues around war, the presidency, the 
election, and current life and will be presented in a non-partisan spirit with 
the knowledge that creativity is an antidote to destruction and confusion. 
Viridian Artists Inc. is one of the earliest and best-known galleries in New 
York City. It continues to provide unique and multiple opportunities to a 
great number of exceptional artists of all ages. | 


The Advanced Placement U.S. History program continues to enroll a large 
number of students. The social studies department has a policy of open 
enrollment for the AP U.S. History class and as a result a record number of 
57 students took the AP exam this past May. The program has now 
expanded to the point that two teachers are necessary to handle the 
increased student load. Currently there are 76 students taking AP U.S. 
History. These numbers are proof that an increasing number of students in 
our high school are strongly committed to learning and challenging 
themselves for the future. 


The Advanced Placement English Exam scores for the Class of 2004 reflect a 
strong curriculum and the willingness of many students to take the most 
challenging English courses available. The data included here shows that 
large numbers of students are taking AP English courses and the AP 
English Exams that are offered by EBHS in May, and they are earning high 
scores. 


Last year we discussed offering a separate AP English course in Language 
and Composition, and we will have such a course in the second semester of 
this year. There are many benefits to adding this course. First, our students 
will now be able to prepare for that particular AP Exam with a course 
tailored for it instead of doubling up out of the Literature and Composition 
course. Secondly, this course will now replace the single block elective AP 
English Review courses. More students (seniors) will be in classes (an 
additional single block) in the second semester. Finally, as a school we are 
now able to add another AP course to our school resume for our students. 


Seven graduates of East Bridgewater High School earned the designation of 
AP Scholar by the College Board in recognition of their exceptional 
achievement on the college-level Advanced Placement exams. The students, 
Jessica Gormley, Laura Hastings, Samantha Jenness, Kathryn Kozak, 
Christina Parks, Seth Perkins, and Suzanna Shorey all qualified for the 
award by completing three or more AP Examinations with grades of 3 or 
higher. 


Also, four additional graduates have earned the even more distinctive 


designation of AP Scholar with Honor by earning an average grade of at 
least 3.25 on all AP Exams taken and grades of 3 or higher on four or more 
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of these exams. These students are Andrew O’Loughlin, Diane Rossini, 
Allyson Smith, and Hillary Thompson. 


The College Board’s Advanced Placement Program offers students the 
opportunity to take challenging college-level courses while still in high 
school, and receive college credit, advanced placement, or both for 
successful performance on the AP exams. Only 17% of the more than one 
million high school students in almost 15,000 secondary schools worldwide 
who took AP Exams performed at a sufficiently high level to merit the 
recognition of AP Scholar. Most of the nation’s colleges and universities 
award credit, advanced placement, or both based on successful 
performance on the AP Exams. 


September 25'* - October 2"4 was National Banned Book Month. It was 
promoted with a bulletin board display highlighting the 100 most 
challenged books of 1990-2000, as well as highlighting the 36 
banned/challenged books that our library owns. This received considerable 
attention from the students and staff. Students are frequently inquiring 
into the reasoning behind these banned books and have checked many of 
them out. In addition, two English classes incorporated the reading of 
banned books into their curriculum this month and several teachers 
requested handouts on banned books to distribute to their students. 


The Employment Opportunities Program is a model program of how 
unique partnerships between public schools and governmental agencies 
can meet the needs of at-risk youth. The program strives to increase 
students’ confidence, self-esteem, and sense of accomplishment by 
means of providing the opportunity to demonstrate the transferability 
of skills from the classroom to the workplace. 


Designated instructors from both East Bridgewater High School and 
Bridgewater-Raynham Regional High School shared the implementation 
and management of this unique five-week summer program. Together, 
these partners provided 11 at-risk students with the opportunity to gain 
experience in the workplace for the first time. The program began witha 
one-week academic component aimed at providing lessons and activities 
on work readiness, with great attention given to linking academic skills 
with workplace skills. The remaining four weeks of the program primarily 
consisted of students gaining experience in the workplace four days a 
week, and a Friday academic segment to further develop workplace skills. 
Some of the topics covered in the academic sessions include; resume 
writing, interview techniques, communication skills, personal finance, and 
appropriate workplace attire/behavior. Two governmental agencies, the 
Brockton Area Work Investment Board and the Brockton Area Private 
Industry Council, support the partnership forged by the two school 
districts. BAPIC provides each student in the program with his/her own 
case manager, while BAWIB provides administrative and financial support 
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for the program. Furthermore, the two agencies assisted in locating work 
sites for students, provide guest speakers, and supported instructors as they 
monitor students at a given work site. 


On Tuesday, September 28, 2004, the annual StepUp (Southeast Tech Prep) 
Convocation Dinner was held at Massasoit Conference Center in Brockton. 
The dinner featured EBHS senior Vicki Lynch, a newly elected Tech Prep 
Student Ambassador. Vicki is one of six ambassadors elected by her peers 
to represent Southeast Tech Prep this year at events throughout the state. 
She and the other members of the 2004-2005 Ambassador team did an 
outstanding job of presenting the Program of Work and Calendar of Events 
for the school year. Superintendent Dr. Margaret Strojny, Principal Tony 
Sarno, Guidance Counselor Katelyn Driscoll, parent Karen Lynch, and site 
coordinator Jo-Ann O’Brien were in attendance. 


Homecoming 2004 was an extremely successful weekend beginning with a 
pep rally in the gym on Friday, October 1. All the classes performed skits 
and the senior class was the overwhelming choice for “Best Skit.” The 
Class of 2006 sponsored the lasagna dinner Friday night in the cafeteria. 
The Saturday festivities kicked off with the parade through town. Chief 
Silva served as Master of Ceremonies, announcing the parade units and 
floats as they passed by. The theme this year was “shoot for the Moon; 
Even if you Miss, You'll Land Among the Stars.” A committee judged 
floats and the Class of 2008 was proclaimed the winner of “Best Float.” The 
Vikings’ football team beat the Scituate Sailors by a score of 28-13. At half- 
time the Homecoming, king, queen, and court were announced by 
Assistant Principal Winston L. Fairfield, Jr. and presented with their 
parents by Superintendent Dr. Strojny. Members of the court were April 
Duquette, Natalie Hill, Kaitlyn Smalley, Nicole Tardie, Christopher 
Bourne, Patrick Bishop, Garrett Breheny, Michael Dunn, and Peter Smith. 
This year’s Homecoming King and Queen were Dean Wile and Jennifer 
Petti. The weekend culminated with the Homecoming Dance on Saturday 
night. Many thanks to class advisors Patricia Lovett and Maureen Hill, 
Kevin Crean and Pamela Ross, Jo-Ann O’Brien, Lisa Carlson, and Arthur 
Iilsley as well as Barbara Gillespie, director of student activities for all the 
work and preparation that went into this very successful weekend. 


Michael Dunn has been designated a “commended student” by the 
National Merit Scholarship program. Michael and his parents were invited 
to accept congratulations for this nomination by the school department at 
the October 14, 2004 school committee meeting. 


Ann Doherty, High School Nurse conducted a volunteer smoking cessation 
program for interested students. The Caron Foundation sponsors this 
program. It comes at no cost to the school. E.N.D. or End Nicotine 
Dependence has been utilized by other school districts in our area. 
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The Marriott Corporation is upgrading their computer system and 
replacing their existing computers. They have donated 25 of the older 
computers to the high school. These computers are in better condition and 
newer than the ones currently being used in the business lab. We will 
replace the older business lab computers with our newer donated 
computers. We have requested additional computers from the Marriott 
Corporation. Dr. Strojny was in contact with Mr. Robert Packer, U. S. 
Department of Veteran Affairs and an East Bridgewater resident. We are 
the recipients of 200 computers. 30 computers have been put aside to 
establish a computer lab for our writing and journalism classes. The lab 
will be operating in the FY 06 school year. We are currently preparing 15 
computers for a science computer lab, which will be operating shortly. We 
are also working on a plan to distribute the rest of the computers to all 
classrooms. Our plan is to take the oldest computers we are currently using 
and give them to students who do not have computers at home. This 
donation has brought us to a technology level we would not have reached 
for many years. 


The EBHS Marching Band finished in first place on the weekend of 
October 15, 2004 and was awarded gold medals for their performances. The 
EBHS Music Dept. & Music Parents Association. hosted the largest NESBA 
Marching Band Show at home on 10/30/04. 


On Tuesday, October 19, 2004, eleven Student Leadership Tech Prep 
students participated in the first day of the Student Leadership Academy at 
Mass. Maritime in Buzzards Bay. The day consisted of leadership and team 
building activities in drill marching, learning the Global Positioning 
System, and using state of the art technology in oil spill simulations. 
Students who attended were Melissa Blood, Bridget Callahan, Heather 
Carrigan, Nickolas DeSousa, Ashley Finch, Myles Heger, Student 
Ambassador Vicki Lynch, Summer Moukalled, Amy Reichert, Heidi 
Runnals and Kenny Tolbert along with site coordinator, Mrs. Jo-Ann 
O’Brien. 


On Thursday, October 28, 2004, the French classes of Mrs. Barbara Gillespie 
and Mrs. Patricia Lovett along with the art classes of Mrs. Janet Meade, 
celebrated the 118th anniversary of the Statue of Liberty. To make the day 
more meaningful, the kindergarten classes of Ms. Brindle and Mrs. Lasdow 
were invited to participate in the festivities. Funded by a Reach Out grant, 
our high school students prepared several authentic French dishes such as 
"madeleines, meringues, crepes, gateau au chocolat and biscuits." Each 
child was given a handmade crown and torch courtesy of the art classes. 
The high school students then escorted the kindergarten students in groups 
to various learning stations. These stations included storytelling (a 
Madeline book was read to them), singing (Frere Jacques), Visage francais 
(face painting the French flag), coloring (book in French), food and pictures.

Without their support, we certainly would not 
have experienced the many successes in our every day operations. I am also 
grateful to the many parent groups and town businesses and organizations

behalf of the six hundred and ninety students at the high school, I would 
like to express my gratitude to the dedicated members of the East 
Bridgewater School Board, Dr Strojny and her staff, the faculty, staff and 
the parents of our students, and members of the community-at-large. It is 
our combined effort and commitment which will enable the young people 
of this community to realize their full potential in the years ahead.

The music department is pleased to submit the annual report for 2004. 


It is with great pride that I introduce the following certified music 
educators as our teaching staff for the students of the East Bridgewater 
Public Schools. At the Central School, Susan Layton is in her third year as 
a music faculty member in East Bridgewater. Sue teaches classroom music 
for grades one through three at the Central School. At the Gordon W. 
Mitchell Middle School, Raymond Ponte is in his second year as a music 
teacher in East Bridgewater. Ray teaches all bands at the middle school, 
grade five, six, and seven instrumental lessons and grade seven and eight 
general music/keyboard classes. Ray is also the jazz band instructor at both 
the middle and high school levels. We have a new member of the music 
faculty this year. Donna Eichorn teaches the entire choral program at the 
middle school, and grades four, five, and six general music classes. Donna 
is also the high school chorus director and directs the extra-curricular jazz 
vocal ensemble, Rhythmix. I, John Fantucchio have been a teacher in East 
Bridgewater for twenty-four years. I am serving in my first year as Director 
of Music. I am also the high school band director, and teach lessons at the 
middle school to the grade five and grade eight instrumental students.

This year has been filled with performances by the outstanding young 
musicians of East Bridgewater. The first performance of 2004 featured the 
East Bridgewater High School Jazz Band under the direction of Mr. John 
Fantucchio. The group performed for the first time this-year at the annual 
Bridgewater-Raynham Lions Club Jazz Festival on Friday evening, January 
30, 2004. The second annual variety show was scheduled for Friday 
evening February 6, 2004. The event had to be postponed until March 26, 
2004 due to inclement weather. The event was very successful for all 
involved and had a professional presentation under the direction of Mr. 
Stuart Britton. On Saturday, March 6, 2004 the high school jazz band 
performed at the Berklee Jazz Festival held at the Hynes Convention Center 
in Boston, MA. This is the largest jazz festival of its kind in the world. 

Jazz ensembles from across the entire United States travel to Boston to be a 
part of this event. The East Bridgewater High School Concert Band made 
its first appearance of 2004 at the South Shore Concert Band Festival held at 
Whitman-Hanson Regional High School on March 24, 2004. 


On Friday evening, April 2"4 and Sunday, April 4", the East Bridgewater 
Music Parents Association hosted their annual “Pops Concert” weekend at 
the Gordon W. Mitchell Middle School. The two concerts featured the 
bands and choruses from both the middle school and the high school. The 
“Pops” weekend was again a very successful musical event. 
Congratulations and thank you to music parents for all of their dedication 
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and hard work. Without the efforts of the East Bridgewater Music Parents 
Association, many of the activities and musical events that feature the 
students of East Bridgewater would not be possible. 


Mrs. Susan Layton, Central School music teacher, led the entire third grade 
in a vocal concert held in the high school auditorium on Tuesday morning, 
April 13, 2004. The concert was attended by grades one and two. This was 
a wonderful opportunity for performers and audience alike. 
Congratulations to Mrs. Layton for this most ambitious undertaking. 


Samantha Pierce, a long standing student member of the vocal and 
instrumental music department, received quite an honor this year. 
Samantha was selected as an All-Eastern vocalist. This essentially means 
that Samantha is one of the finest student vocalists on the entire east coast! 
Samantha will graduate in June of 2005. She is planning to go on witha 
career in music. We wish Samantha the very best in her musical future. 


Spring 2004 was a very busy time for all performance groups. The high 
school held its annual spring concert on May 5'*. Music parents hosted the 
annual awards banquet on Sunday, May 9 at the Vets Club in 
Bridgewater. Highlights included the Outstanding Performer Awards for 
each performance group. Receiving the award for Chorus: April Duquette 
and Kaitlyn O’Brien; Concert Band: Christopher Cepero; Rhythmix: 
Samantha Pierce and Meagan MacLead; Jazz Band: Jeremy Vovcsko; 
Marching Band: Christopher Cepero. Another highlight of the evening was 
a PowerPoint slide presentation put together by Music Parents President, 
Jim Coyne featuring the musical careers of the graduating seniors. The 
senior musicians were again featured in the senior recital held in the high 
school auditorium on May 11', The middle school jazz band received a 
silver medal for its performance at the IAJE Jazz Festival in Stoughton on 
May 13, The high school concert band and chorus performed at the Great 
East Music Festival held at the Minnechaug High School on May 14". The 
chorus received a gold medal and the band a silver medal for their 
performances. The middle school band and chorus performed at the Great 
East Music Festival held at North Andover High School on May 24". Both 
groups received gold medals for their efforts. The high school concert band 
performed at the Memorial Day Ceremony on the East Bridgewater 
Common on Monday, May 31, 2004. 


The month of June was equally as busy for the music department. The 
grade seven and eight concert band, jazz band and chorus performed in 
their spring concert on June 1%. The high school chorus performed at the 
senior awards night on June 2"4, and the chorus and concert band 
performed at graduation on June 6". The grade four, five, and six spring 
concert was held on Tuesday evening, June 8, 2004. The final performance 
of the 2004 school year was the undergraduate recital held on Monday 
evening, June 14* in the high school auditorium. The undergraduate 
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recital featured twenty performances by freshmen, sophomores, and 
juniors from the high school music program. 


Summer was a time of change for the music department. John Fantucchio 
was appointed to the position of music director. Donna Eichorn joined the 
music staff as choral director, grades four through twelve, and middle 
school general music teacher. The music department also added Mr. David 
Berry, a long time East Bridgewater resident and retired music director 
from Randolph to the staff on a part time basis. Mr. Berry will be assisting 
with the lesson program at the middle school three mornings per week. 


When September came around, the music department hit the ground 
running. Marching band, under the direction of Mr. William Solari, had 
band camp the second week of August, and had its first official 
performance Labor Day weekend. The band marched in the town of 
Scituate’s annual Labor Day Parade. This really was a great season for the 
marching band. The group went undefeated all year in competition, 
culminating the season with a platinum medal performance at NESBA 
finals in November, again winning the New England Scholastic Band 
Association Championship in their division for the ninth time in the last 
ten years. Congratulations to Mr. Solari, his marching band staff, the East 
Bridgewater Music Parents Association, and every student involved in the 
marching band program. 


Autumn was a time for new faculty and those of us in a new capacity to 
adjust to our new roles as educators. The instrumental and choral 
performance ensembles at all levels worked hard in preparation for fall and 
holiday performances. On Saturday evening, October 30, 2004, the music 
parents and music department hosted the 2004 NESBA East Bridgewater 
home marching band show. This was the largest NESBA show of the 
season except for finals. There were a total of eighteen bands that 
competed in five different divisions. Although the weather did not totally 
cooperate, all bands attended and the evening was quite a success. The 
marching band continued with its winning tradition, taking first place and 
in the Quincy Christmas Parade competition for the fourth consecutive 
year, and best marching band overall. 


The month of December was again a very busy time musically. All 
ensembles had opportunities to perform in traditional winter concert 
settings. The marching band performed in the Christmas on the Common 
parade. The vocal jazz ensemble Rhythmix, under the direction of Mrs. 
Donna Eichorn, performed a-holiday program for the Bridgewater Women’s 
Club at the Bridgewater Town Library, and for the East Bridgewater 
Women’s Club at the town library. The high school and middle school 
ensembles both did outstanding work in their winter concerts. The middle 
school grade seven and eight winter holiday concert was held on 
Wednesday evening, December, 15'*, The grade four, five, and six in-school

Two individual honors of note got us off to the right start in 2004. On 
December 31, 2003 - Brian Morrill was named to the Massachusetts All- 
State football team as an offensive lineman. Brian was one of only 26 
student-athletes chosen for the team. Also, the Massachusetts State Track & 
Field Coaches Association elected Mr. George McCabe to the Track & Field 
Hall of Fame. 
The winter season began with the boy’s winter track team clinching their 
fourth straight Patriot League title. The boy’s indoor track team was also 
runner up at the State Class Meet. This is the fourth year in a row the team 
has either come in first or second at the State Meet. 
The Abington-East Bridgewater Hockey Team finished the regular season 
by winning the South Shore League title with a 14-2-2 record. The team also 
drew a # 1 seed in the Division III South Sectionals. The EAB Hockey 
Team then advanced to the Quarter Finals with a 5-2 win over Foxboro. The 
team then lost to Bishop Feehan. 
The basketball cheerleaders continued their dominance. The Lady Vikings 
came in first at the Patriot League meet held at Bridgewater-Raynham High 
School on February 27, 2004. The cheerleaders also defended their South 
Sectional title at Taunton High School the following week. 
In the spring, the baseball program saw an increase in candidates this year, 
enough to field three separate teams. The softball team qualified for the 
state tournament again this season. The team hosted and won a preliminary 
game against Bellingham High School June 2, 2004. Then they lost to 
Cardinal Spellman the following Saturday. 
The boy’s track team continued their winning ways by winning the Class D 
Relays. The 4 x 800 team also won the Class D Title at the State Meet. 
The girl’s tennis team won the Patriot League team award for 
sportsmanship. Over the past three seasons, the girls have worked very 
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hard to improve their skills and develop a true love and respect for the 
game. 

In the fall, the golf team won the Patriot League team award for 
sportsmanship. The team was also very competitive, coming within one 
match of the State Tournament. 

The boy’s cross-country team began a phase of rebuilding following one of 
the most impressive three-year runs in the history of Massachusetts Cross- 
Country. The team finished the season by winning five meets in a row. Of 
the 15 team-members there was only one senior. Look for the team to shine 
in the future. 

The girl’s cross-country team under the direction of first year head coach 
Mr. Kevin won as many meets as it had in its previous five seasons. 

The boy’s soccer team had a great second-half run and missed the tourney 
by one point. The boy’s final record was 8-9-2. Impressively, for the second 
year in a row the Patriot League coaches selected East Bridgewater for the 
team sportsmanship award. 

The varsity field hockey team had another impressive season. Ranked 
number nine (9), the team played a first round tournament game in 
Martha’s Vineyard on Friday, November 5, 2004. The girls weathered a 
wild, windy day and sailed home victorious. The second round was not as 
smooth however as Canto’s stingy goalkeeper blanked EB 1-0. 

The girl’s soccer team worked very hard, representing East Bridgewater 
High School with class and improving with every game. The team finished 
up strong with a three-game winning streak. Their final record was a much- 
improved 7-10-1, which was good for third in the division. 

The football cheerleaders won their second consecutive Patriot League 
Meet at Abington High School on Sunday, November 7". The team also 
won its third consecutive South Sectional Title and came within a point of 
its 1st State Title held at Lowell High School. 

The football team won the Homecoming contest 28-15. The team also 
contributed to the Thanksgiving festivities by winning 43-7. We look 
forward to a long relationship with Pembroke High School on 
Thanksgiving. The football team finished the season with a 6-4 record. 

In 2004, the High School staff pulled together to host the first Thanksgiving 
football contest in four years. Support Our Troops Advisor Bill Smith was 
able to get Lance Corporeal Dean Lucier to take part in the opening coin- 
toss. In addition Mr. Smith got the commemorative coin that we used in the 
coin toss from PFC Scott Lockhart. EBHS Graduates LC Lucier and PFC 
Lockhart continue to serve our country with honor.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL FOOD SERVICES PROGRAM 


Dear Dr. Strojny: 


I am pleased to submit the Annual Report of the School Food Services 
Program for the 2003-2004 school year. 


To realize excellence in education, we share a responsibility to ensure that 
children come to school ready to learn. Nutrition plays an integral part in 
that responsibility. In partnership with the United States Department of 
Agriculture and the Child Nutrition Programs administered by the 
Massachusetts Department of Education, the East Bridgewater School Food 
Services Program contributes to the health and well being of our students 
by providing nutritious and affordable meals in our schools. The program 
also provides low-cost meals to senior citizens at the Gordon W. Mitchell 
Middle School every Thursday during the school year. 


Since September of 1998, the price for a regular student meal including 
milk and dessert had been $1.25. Due to rising food & labor costs it was 
necessary to increase meal prices to $1.75 beginning in September of 2003. 
This increase helps to ensure the continued viability of the program as a 
self-supporting operation. 


The success of any program is directly related to its personnel. I would like 
to thank Jacqueline Edwards, Administrative Assistant, who manages the 
program on a system-wide basis. I would also like to express thanks to the 
School Lunch Managers, Joanne Kahaiyan, (Central School), Jeannette 
McNeil (Middle School), and Deborah Vaughn (High School) for their hard 
work and dedication. In addition, the program owes a debt of gratitude to 
its many General Workers. Best wishes go out to Jeanette O’Day (Central 
School) and Lorna Corbett (High School), both of whom retired at the end 
of the 2003-04 school year after many years of service in East Bridgewater. 


Finally, thanks to Principals Allen Duarte, George Frye, and George Kelly 
as well as all of the students and parents who continue to support this 
valuable program.
